But  to  cheers  from  several 
of  the  company's  350 
workforce,  and  toe  embarrass- 
ment of  senior  management, 
the  Prince  declared:  “To  me 
it’s  more  like  a hi-tech  version 
of  a Victorian  prison”. 

The  Prince  went  on  to  say: 
“I  only  hope  the  trees  around 
the  outride  grow  quickly 
enough  to  hide  it  from  the 
moor'. 

Inside,  toe  building  has  a 
science  fiction,  squeaky-clean 
atmosphere. 

It  is.  the  company  says, 
10,000  times  cleaner  than  the 
average  operating  theatre.  The 
workforce  go  about  toe  special 
“clean  rooms”  kitted  out  like 
neurosurgeons. 

The  Prince  wore  plastic 
overalls  but  though  he  was 
reported  on  Monday  to  be 
suffering  from  a cold,  be  was 
the  only  one  of  the  official 
party  who  allowed  his  face 
mask  to  leave  his  nose 
uncovered. 

Mr  Stuart  McIntosh,  the 
plant’s  business  manager, 
said:  “It  is  one  of  the  most 
advanced  microchip  factories 
in  the  world.

Sentiment  was  helped  by 
toe  announcement  that  Bri- 
tain's gold  and  foreign  cur- 
rency reserves  rose  by  $2.9 
billion  (£1.75  billion)  lari 
month,  to  a record  $29.8 
billion  (£17.95  billion),  as  toe 
Bank  of  England  sold  sterling 
to  bold  down  its  value. 

the  pound  rose  by  nearly  2 
cents  to  $1.6875,  its  best  level 
for  almost  five  years.  The 
sterling  index  rose  0.2  to  73  J. 

Dealers  believe  the  next  cut 
in  base  rates  is  imminent  after 
a sharp  fell  in  money  market 
interest  rates  yesterday.  The 


dropped  to  less  than  9 per 
cent,  well  below  the  level 
needed  for  a base  rate  cut. 

An  early  cut  to  9 per  cent 
would  put  pressure  on  the 
building  societies  to  reduce 
mortgage  rates  from  June  1. 

The  most  recent  cut  in  base 
rales  occurred  last  Tuesday 
when  rates  dropped  from  10  to 
9.5  per  cent,  toe  first  time  in 
single  figures  since  early  1985. 

Shares  were  steady  in 
London  yesterday,  but  gov- 
ernment stocks  rose  by  about 
a point.

Mr  Richard  Cheney,  tbe 
senior  Republican  on  the 
House  panel  told  toe  opening 
session:  “These  won’t  be  easy 
hearings  to  natch  in  the  West 
Wing”  (of  toe  White  House, 
which  houses  the  Oval  Office). 
But  he  and  others  praised  Mr 
Reagan  for  co-operating  with 
investigators. 

Asked  about  Mr  Inouye’s 
remarks,  Mr  Marlin  F3  rz- 
water,  tbe  White  House 
spokesman,  did  not  respond 
directly.  “1  thought  lnouye 
was  very  constructive,”  be 
said.  “1  have  great  respect  for 
toe  Senator.” 

He  added:  “I  don’t  think 
there's  any  danger”  to  Mr 
Reagan  from  the  hearings.

Parents  on  trial 
for  girl’s  murder

A girl  aged  four  was  starved, 
tortured  and  battered  to  death, 
despite  attempts  by  social 
workers  to  monitor  the  child’s 
condition,  ajwy  at  tbe  Central 
Criminal  Court  was  told 
yesterday. 

The  girl's  mother  and  step- 
father are  now  feeing  trial  for 
her  murder. 

The  girl,  called  Kimberley, 
led  a happy  and  healthy  life 
living  with  foster  parents,  the 
court  was  told,  but  suffered 
the  most  appalling  cruelty 
after  she  was  returned  to  her 
mother  and  step-fetber  in 
1985,  eight  months  before  she 
died  last  summer. 

At  the  opening  of  the  Crown 
case,  Mr  Roy  Amlot,  for  the 


prosecution,  warned  the  jury 
to  brace  themselves  for 
distressing  evidence. 

He  told  the  court  that  when 
doctors  examined  toe  body  of 
the  girl  she  was  reduced  to 
skin  and  bone  and  weighed  24 
lb,  half  the  normal  weight  fix' 
her  age. 

Her  body  was  covered  in 
bruises  and  there  were  ciga- 
rette burns  running  down  half 
her  spine 

The  child’s  mother.  Pauline 
Cariile,  aged  28,  and  Nigel 
Halt  aged  25,  the  man  with 
whom  she  lived,  pleaded  not 
guilty  to  murder,  causing 
grievous  bodily  harm,  assault 
and  child  cruelty.

But  circumstances  have 
changed.  Tomorrow's  results 
will  still  be  awaited  eagerly, 
but  now  they  would  have  to  be 
very  bad  for  the  Conservatives 
to  prevent  a June  election.  If 
Mrs  Thatcher  were  to  hold 
back  at  this  stage  she  would  be 
taunted  by  her  opponents  and 
blamed  by  her  supporters. 

So  the  date  of  the  General 
Election  has  been  essentially 
determined  in  advance  of  the 
local  elections  by  the  sense  of 
expectation  which  the  Govern- 
ment has  allowed  to  build  up. 
Unless  tomorrow's  results  are 
devastating  for  the  Conser- 
vatives their  significance  now 
lies  elsewhere. 

They  will  deride  not  the  date 
of  the  election,  but  the  at- 
mosphere in  which  the  cam- 
paign begins.  What  local 
results,  then,  would  best  suit 
the  interests  of  the  different 
parties? 

The  answer  is  obvious  for 
Labour  and  the  Alliance.  They 
both  need  to  appear  to  do  as 
well  as  they  possibly  can.  The 
impression  is  the  first  reality 
in  these  elections. 

For  Labour  it  is  critical  to 
throw  off  the  aura  of  inevitable 
defeat.  If  a major  party  goes 
into  an  election  thinking  it  Is 
bound  to  lose,  man)'  of  its 
members  are  playing  not  to 
win  but  to  place  themselves 
advantageous!)  for  the  in- 
ternal battles  that  will  come 
later.  Even  worse,  its  marginal 
supporters  may  deride  that 
there  would  not  be  much  point 
in  voting  for  it. 

For  the  Alliance,  as  for  any 
third  force  under  the  British 
electoral  system,  the  first  bar- 
tie  has  to  be  for  credibility. 
Many  people  will  not  vote  for 
it  unless  they  think  that  a good 
many  other  people  are  going  to 
do  so. 

Ideally,  it  would  suit  the 
Alliance  best  to  do  well  at  the 
expense  of  Labour-  The  more 
another  Conservative  victory 
is  taken  for  granted  the  easier 
it  should  he  to  persuade 
doubtful  Labour  supporters 
that  they  might  as  well  defect, 
and  doubtful  Conservatives 
that  they  could  do  so  without 
letting  Labour  in.

Baker  urges 
industry  to 
support  the 
GCSE  exam

Mr  Kenneth  Baker,  Secretary 
of  State  for  Education  ana 
Science,  yesterday  launched  a 
nationwide  campaign  to  per- 
suade sceptical  employers  that 
the  new  school-leaving 
qualification,  the  GCSE,  is 
“no  con-trick”. 

He  told  a conference  of 
employers  at  Guildford,  Sur- 
rey, that  he  sympathized  with 
their  doubts  about  educa- 
tional panaceas. 

But  he  insisted  that  the 
GCSE  had  been  carefully 
thought  out  mid  that  the 
Government  was  committed 
to  its  success. 

Mr  Baker  admitted  that 
GCSE  had  experienced  “some 
teething  troubles”  but  he  ac- 
cused the  teaching  unions  of 
exaggerating  the  difficulties 
and  damaging  the  new 
examination  in  the  process. 

He  also  acknowledged. that 
because  the  GCSE  required 
“very  substantial  changes  in 
teaching  and  teaming  styles" 
it  would  take  some  years  for 
its  full  benefits  to  be  realized. 

He  said  employers  were 
most  concerned  that  the 
extensive  use  of  coursework 
assessment  in  GCSE,  at  the 
expense  of  written  examina- 
tions. would  undermine 
i standards. 

“I  do  not  think  so”,  Mr 
| Baker  said.  “Teachers  are  pro- 
fessionals with  professional 
i standards  and  I would  not 
I expect  any  conscious  bias  in 
the  assessment  of 
I coursework.” 

However,  to  guard  against 
any  such  bias,  standards 
would  be  monitored  by  out- 
side expens. 

Mr  Baker  said  that  only  a 
very  few  GCSE  syllabuses  el- 
iminated examinations 
entirely. 

“Industry  and  commerce 
want  the  GCSE;  they  have  told 
the  Government  that.  So  now 
you  have  got  it,  please  support 
it  and  use  it." 

• The  Government  is  consid- 
ering plans  to  involve  the 


Confederation  of  British  In- 
dustry in  choosing  the  next 
generation  of  schools  inspec- 
tors to  weed  out  “1960s 
liberalism"  from  the  ranks  of 
Her  Majesty's  Inspectorate.

Vote  on  prison  peace  offer

Prison  officers  are  expected  to 
vote  this  week  in  favour  of  the 
most  revolutionary  change  in 
working  practices  since  foe 
Second  World  War  in  a pay 
agreement  costing  an  extra 
| £24  million. 

The  ballot,  which  began 
yesterday  and  continues  until 
tomorrow,  is  expected  to  im- 
prove the  chances  of  peace  in 
prisons,  which  have  been 
threatened  by  inmate  unrest 
and  staff  discontent. 

Mr  Douglas  Hurd,  Home 
Secretary,  believes  the  changes 


on  offer  will  remove  a main 
cause  of  friction.  The  vote  will 
be  influenced  by  a recom- 
mendation of  acceptance  by 
the  national  executive  of  the 
Prison  Officers’  Association. 

Mr  Hurd  is  seeking  simplic- 
ity in  working  practices.  In 
return,  new  recruits  will  earn 
up  to  £13,032  a year,  with 
allowances,  with  the  highest  of 
the  three  uniformed  ranks 
earning  £18.765. 

However,  to  cam  that  the 
officers  would  have  to  agree  to 
work  nine  hours  a week  on  top 


of  the  basic  39  hours  to  replace 
the  present  haphazard  system 
of  overtime.

Photofit  a clue  to  schoolboy’s  killer

Detectives  seeking  the  mur- 
derer of  Manin  Butler,  the 
schoolboy  killed  at  a Bucking- 
hamshire BMX  track  last 
weekend,  issued  a Photofit 
picture  yesterday  of  a man 
seen  loitering  suspiciously  in 
the  area. 

The  Photofit.  which  was 
constructed  with  the  help  of 
two  women  who  saw  a man  by 
the  track,  close  to  High  Wye- 
ombe,  last  Saturday,  may  be 
the  best  clue  the  police  have  to 
the  frenzied  and  seemingly 
motiveless  killing,  in  which 
the  boy,  aged  1 2,  was  beaten  or 
kicked  about  the  bead. 

The  picture  was  circulated 
widely  in  the  High  Wycombe 
area  yesterday  as  the  boy's 
parents  uiged  the  public  to 
come  forward  and  help  with 
the  investigation.

Mrs  Carol  Butler,  the  boy's 
mother,  described  Martin  as 
an  active,  likeable  child  with  a 
streak  of  independence. 

Her  husband.  Mr  Terence 
Butler,  denied  suggestions  that 
his  son  might  have  been 
bullied  at  school  and  set  upon.

Setback  for  student  father 


Judges  refuse  to  say  why 
they  made  abortion  ruling

The  Oxford  University  stu- 
dent who  lost  the  legal  battle 
over  the  life  of  his  unborn 
child  was  dealt  a Now  in  his 
attempt  to  take  the  case  on  to 
the  European  Commission 
when  he  failed  yesterday  to 
persuade  Court  of  Appeal 
judges  to  explain  fully  why 
they  ruled  against  him. 

In  a ruling  immediately 
condemned  as  likely  to 
prompt  more  litigation  on  the 
rights  of  fathers  over  unborn 
children,  the  Master  of  the 
Rolls.  Sir  John  Donaldson, 
said  the  court  had  no  inten- 
tion of  becoming  involved  in 
an  anti-abortion  campaign. 

He  dismissed  the  student's 
application  for  reasons  as 
“misconceived”  and  added 
that  the  reasons  given  to  the 
student  in  February,  when  the 
Court  of  Appeal  refused  to 
stop  his  former  girlfriend 
going  ahead  with  an  abortion, 
were  sufficient  and  had  been 
upheld  by  the  House  of  Lords. 

“Wider  issues  than  this 


would  involve  us  in  a cam- 
paign and  we  do  not  propose 
to  be  involved  in  such  a 
campaign.” 

But  Mr  Martin  Poole,  the 
solicitor  for  the  student,  said 
yesterday  that  the  student,  Mr 
Robert  Carver,  might  still 
proceed  to  Strasbourg. 

“The  courts  did  not  really 
examine  the  issue  of  a father's 
rights,  only  the  issue  of  a 
foetus's  capability  of  life,”  he 
said. 

The  case  bad  already  cost 
£40,000  to  £50,000  and  al- 
though Mr  Carver  had  the 
backing  of  the  Society  for  the 
Protection  of  the  Unborn 
Child  after  the  Law  Society 
refused  him  legal  aid,  the 
money  had  not  yet  been 
raised 

He  also  said  that  yesterday’s 
decision  could  mean  more 
litigation  to  clarify  the  law  on 
a father’s  rights  over  the 
unborn  child. 

Sir  John,  siding  with  Lord 


Justices  Stephen  Brown  and 
Lord  Justice  Russell,  beard 
that  the  23-year-old  student 
wanted  a full  judgement  for 
the  purposes  of  a possible 
application  to  the-  European 
Court  of  Human  Rights.

Bill  would  make  voting

The  whole  coun- 
try was  now  waiting  for  one 
person,  who  enjoyed  a majority 
of  1 3S  elected  by  42.4  percent  of 
those  who  voted  or  30.8  per  cent 
of  those  eligible  to  vote,  to 


decide  when  would  be  the  best 
moment  for  her  to  call  a general 
election. 

“The  power  of  the  Prime 
Minister  alone  to  determine  the 
date  of  the  election  and  the  futile 
speculation  in  the  press  over  it, 
is  simply  bad  for  democracy. 
Equally  bad  for  democracy  is  a 
government  elected  with  a mas- 
sive majority  produced  by  only 
31  per  cent  of  the  electorate.” 

Those  10  million  or  so  people 
who  failed  to  vote  in  1983  had  a 
great  deal  to  answer  for  to  those 
who  did. 

A government  that  was  genu- 
inely to  represent  and  speak  for 
the  country  should  do  so 
through  a system  which  sup- 
ported its  claim  to  government. 
There  should  be  an  attempt  to 
make  it  as  near  a 100  per  cent 
turn  out  as  possible.

and  Italy,  where  the  average 
turnout  was  90  percent 

There  would  have  to  be  a 
penalty  for  failure  to  vote 
without  a legitimate  reason.

Safety  call  by  peers  likely 


The  House  of  Lords  com- 
mittee on  the  Channel  tunnel 
is  expected  to  call  for  stricter 
safety  measures  before  the  £5 
billion  project  goes  ahead.

The  committee  is  expected 
to  call  for  “on-train”  immigra- 
tion and  customs  controls  as  a 
way  of  reducing  the  likely 
congestion  at  Waterloo. 

It  is  also  likely  to  demand 
that  the  proposed  Safety 
Commission  should  be  stren- 
gthened, particularly  in  the 
tight  of  fire  hazards  from 
vehicles  on  trains,  and  the

need  toco-ordinate  British  and 
French  emergency  services. 

Its  recommendations  for 
changes  to  Eurotunnel's  rail 
tunnel  scheme,  with  other 
problems,  will  influence  its 
future  and  the  prospects  of  an 
1993  opening.

The  Government  had  already 
made  clear  to  the  CPSA  and  the 
Society  that  the  Treasury  was 
ready  to  talk  to  them  about  a 
flexible  pay  system  similar  to 
that  concluded  with  the  In- 
stitute of  Professional  Civil 
Servants. 

Mr  Michael  Mcacber,  chief 
Opposition  spokesman  on  so- 
cial security,  said  that  it  was 
incumbent  upon  the  Govern- 
ment to  provide  fair  pay  and 
decent  working  conditions. 
Working  conditions  were  Dick- 
ensian. 

The  work  load  had  increased 
per  person  by  30  per  cent  while 
their  pay  had  decreased  by  30 
per  cent  relative  to  comparable 
people  such  as  bank  clerks. 


MI5  debate  demand  rejected 


A Labour  MP  foiled  in  his 
application  for  an  emergency 
debate  on  the  publication  in  the 
American  press  of  extracts  from 
Mr  Peter  Wright's  book  Spy- 
catcher,  against  which  the 
Government  is  taking  legal  ac- 
tion in  Australia. 

Mr  David  Winakk  (Walsall 
North,  Lab)  said  that  after 
publication  of  extracts  in  the 
Washington  Post,  Americans 
could  read  about  security  mat- 
ters here  which  British  citizens 
could  not. 

The  Washington  Post  ma- 
terial had  bon  syndicated 
throughout  the  United  States 
and  Canada  to  about  400  other 
papers  and  journals. 


The  story  dealt  as  well  with 
the  alleged  plot  by  MI5  officials 
to  undermine  the  Government 
of  the  day  before  that  Govern- 
ment was  re-elected  in  1974. 

These  were  serious  allegations 
against  officials  who  were  meant 
to  be  politically  ncuiraL  The 
very  people  involved  in  the 
security  services  were  appar- 
ently doing  their  best  to  under- 
mine parliamentary  democracy. 

A debate  was  essentiaL 
Mr  Tony  Baldry  (Banbury,  C), 
on  a point  of  order,  referred  to 
an  early  day  motion  by  Mr  Dale 
Il-Savours  naming  al- 
former  security  service 

Was  it  right  for  the  order 


paper  to  be  used  to  indict 
individuals  with  offences  of 
treason?  Did  they  not  bring  the 
House  into  disrespect  by  adopt- 
ing procedures  that  would  not 
be  considered  appropriate  if 
adopted  in  courts  elsewhere. 

Mr  Anthony  Brooks  had  won 
the  Military  Cross,  the  DSO,  the 
Legion  of  Honour  and  Croix  de 
Guerre  for  action  behind  enemy 
lines. 

It  was  a matter  of  deep  regret 
that  these  men  without  a shred 
of  evidence  against  them  should 
find  themselves  indicted  in  this, 
the  highest  court  of  the  land. 
The  Speaker  (Mr  Bernard 
Weathcrill)  said  that  the  early 
day  motion  was  in  order.

taxes 

The  effects  of  Government  pol- 
icy on  the  tax  burden  borne  by 
the  average  family  were  hotly 
disputed  by  Mr  Nefl  Rinnock, 
i of  the  Opposition,  and 
Mrs  Margaret  Thatcher  during 
noisy  exchanges  at  Prime 
Minister’s  question  time  in  the 
Commons. 

Mr  Sjosock  said  that  the 
Government  had  increased  the 
tax  burden  on  the  nation  by  7 
per  cent  and  on  the  average 
family  by  10  per  cent,  so  how 
could  the  Prime  Minister  claim 
last  week  that  her  policies  had 
reduced  taxation?  The  record 
showed  that  Mrs  Thatcher  cut 
the  truth,  not  taxes. 

Mrs  Thatcher  said  that  since 
1979  the  family  man  on  average 
earnings  had  had  his  income  tax 
reduced  by  £10  a week  com- 
pared with  the  tax  regime  when 
Labour  left  office:  In  addition, 
this  Government  had  got  rid  of 
four  taxes  that  had  been  im- 
posed by  Labour  and  had  also 
done  many  other  things  to 
reduce  taxation. 

Mr  Kluock  wondered  why  the 
Prime  Minister  so  often  sought 
to  obscure  the  truth  (Conser- 
vative laughter). 

She  had  promised  that  taxes 
must  and  would  be  cut  when 
first  elected.  Since  then  she  had 
presided  over  an  87  per  cent 
increase  in  value-added  tax.  a SO 
per  cent  increase  in  national 
insurance  contributions,  and 
higher  rates  and  charges  which 
altogehter  meant  that  the  av- 
erage family  was  meeting  a tax 
burden  10  per  cent  higher  under 
her  Government  than  under  any 
previous  government. 

“Does  she  not  realize  that  it  is 
the  tax  people  have  to  pay  in 
total  and  not  real  income  tax 
which  is  important  to  the  av- 
erage family,  or  does  she  not 
know  anything  about  the  av- 
erage family?"  (Labour  cheers) 
Mrs  Thatcher:  Why  did  he  vote 
against  cutting  income  tax? 
(Conservative  cheers) 

Mr  Khmocic  The  Prime  Min- 
ister knows  there  were  choices  — 
(Conservative  laughter)  — and 
that  from  the  £3  billion  from  the 
2p  tax  cut  the  best  that  can  be 
expected  is  an  extra  80,000 jobs, 
but  that  £3  billion  targeted  on 
manufacturing,  construction 
and  vital  services  could  bave 
created  300,000  jobs. 

Does  she  not  think  that  would 
have  been  better  value  for 
money,  better  value  for  people 
and  better  value  for  Britain? 
(Labour  cheers) 

Mrs  Thatcher:  He  never  says 
how  many  jobs  would  be  lost  by 
taking  away  the  money  from  the 
people  who  would  have  spent  it 
and  the  companies  who  would 
have  invested  it- 


Mozambique 
aid  talks 

Mr  Christopher  Patten,  Min- 
ister for  Overseas  Development, 
will  discuss  the  scale  of  present 
suffering  in  Mozambique  with 
the  President  of  Mozambique 
during  his  visit  to  Britain  this 
week.  Mr  Patten  said  in  a 
Commons  written  reply. 

He  said  that,  in  addition  to 
the  longer-term  development 
assistance  programme,  the  Brit- 
ish Government  had  offered 
more  than  £l  I million  in  emer- 
gency aid  to  Mozambique  dur- 
ing the  past  few  months.  “We 
stand  ready  to  assist  further”,  he 
added.

Today  Willie  Meyer,  an 
Afrikaner  in  his  sixties 
and  a life-long  supporter 
of  South  Africa's  ruling 
National  Party  (NP),  will 
vote  instead  for  the  extreme  right- 
wing  Conservative  Party  (CIO  at  the 
whites-only  general  election  —prob- 
ably the  most  important  election 
since  the  NP  came  to  power  in  1948. 

“I  voted  for  the  Nats  for  39  years, 
and  now  1 have  to  live  like  this,'* 
complains  Meyer,  the  caretaker  of  a 
quiet,  dean  block  of  flats  in 
Johannesburg's  bustling  Hillbrow 
district  as  he  gestures  towards  the 
neighbouring  mock  which  shares  a 
party  wall  with  his  own. 

Washing  dangles  over  the  para- 
pets of  the  small  stone  balconies 
stacked  like  open  drawers  up  one 
wing  of  the  budding,  and  above  the 
parapets  black  and  brown  heads 
move  to  and  fro.  African  voices  and 
laughter  drill  across.  Less  than  two 
years  ago,  only  whites  lived  there. 
Now  they  have  all  moved  out 
Already  the  overcrowded  build- 
ing. with  six  or  seven  people  to  a 
room,  shows  early  signs  of  becom- 
ing a slum.  "The  drinking,  shooting 
and  music-playing  are  unbearable,*’ 
Meyer  grumbles. 

Meyer  is  under  orders  from  the 
estate  agents  who  manage  his  Mock 
to  let  flats  there  only  to  whites.  Yet 
he  seems  to  sense  that  his  is  a losing

mate  Hillbrow  white  again." 


It  is  not  only  toe  poorest  parts 
of  Hiffinow  that  are  bring 
taken  over.  Pour  out  of  every 
five  tenants  are  now  redeemed 
to  be  coloured,  Indian  or 
black  African  in  Highpoint,  a 
newish  27-storey  high-rise  on  Pre- 
toria Street,  toe  district's  main 
thoroughfare,  where  one-  and  two- 
bedroomed  flats  cost  between  250 
rand  (£75)  and  395  rand  (£109)  a 
month  to  rent 


Near  the  entrance  to  toe  block,  a 
xioticeboard  advertises  job  and  flat 
vacancies.  A few  mention  race  — 
"Cashier/receptionist  (European 
lady)  wanted";  "Furnished  room. 
Cooking  facilities.  Sorry,  no 
blacks"  The  point  is  not  that  racism 
is  still  alive,  but  rather  that  a 
statement  o£  or  even  an  apology 
for,  racial  preference  is  now  felt  to 
be  needed.  Not  long  ago.  Made 
applicants  would  have  been  out  of 
the  question. 

Hillbrow  is  a square  mile  of  fiats, 
shops,  restaurants,  street  cafes,  bars, 
nightclubs,  strip  joints  and  sleazy 
hotels,  some  of  them  thinly  dis- 
guised brothels  where  prostitutes  of 
all  shades  ply  their  trade.  It  aspires 
to  be  a Soho  or  a Greenwich  Village, 
where  strait-laced  Calvinist  South 
Africa  lets  down  its  hair. 


About  62,000  people  live  in  toe 
districts  of  Hillbrow  and  Berea 
(which  together  form  the  Hillbrow 
electoral  constituency)  and 
neighbouring  Joubert  Park.  Of 
these,  it  is  conservatively  estimated 
that  9,000 are  mixed-race  coloureds, 
6,000  Indian*  and  5,000  black 
Africans,  all  of  them  technically 
illegal  residents  in  what  is  sup- 
posedly still  as  exclusively  white 
“group  area". 

Over  the  past  two  or  three  years 
the  government  has  simply  given  up 
trying  to  enforce  the  Group  Areas 
Act,  the  baric  law  providing  lor 
residential  segregation,  in  the 
Hillbrow  area.  Coloureds  and  In- 
dians came  first,  black  Africans 
joining  the  illegal  inflow  in  greater 
numbers  after  the  abolition  last 
June  of  "influx  control",  under 
which  all  blacks  outside  the  rural 
tribal  homelands  had  to  carry  a pass 
proving  their  right  to  be  there. 

It  is  partly  a simple  matter  of 
supply  and  demand.  For  most  of  the 
past  quarter  of  a centrny  the 
government,  as  deliberate  policy, 
has  built  almost  no  new  housing  m 
Soweto  or  in  the  other  "townships" 
in  the  region  set  aside  for  black 
occupation,  to  discourage  Macks 
from  moving  to  them  from  the 
tribal  homelands:  But  they  came 
anyway,  driven  by  poverty  and 
unemployment. 

As  a result,  a huge  housing 
shortage  now  exists  in  black,  and  to 
a lesser  extent  coloured  and  Indian, 
townships,  which  for  the  past  two 
years  have  also  been  tom  apart  by 
unrest  But  in  white  areas,  especially 
in  city-centre  districts  like  Hillbrow, 
accommodation  is  falling  vacant  as 


whites  leave  for  what  they  consider 
to  be  safer  and  more  salubrious 
outlying  suburbs. 

"A  lot  of  absentee  landlords  don’t 
much  care  who  lives  in  their 
properties  provided  they  get  torir 
money,"  says  Leon  de  Beer,  the 
personable  28-year-old  government 
candidate  in  Hillbrow.  “You  can't 
just  throw  these  black  people  out 
when  there  is  no  alternative  accom- 
modation, like  the  right-wingers 
want.  But  if  you  simply  scrap  the 
Group  Areas  Act,  what  about  toe 
other  things  that  go  with  it  like 
schools  and  hospitals  T 

Abolition  of  the  Act  is  the  policy 
of  the  party  to  which 
de  Beer  formerly  be- 
longed, the  liberal 
Progressive  Federal 
Party  (PFP),  whose 
68-year-old  sitting 
MP.  Alf  Widman,  has 
held  the  Hillbrow 
constituency  since 
1974.  Today’s  elec- 
tion, however,  is  the  ■■■■■ 
first  one  in  which  the 
PFFs  support  will  be  tested  in  a 
constituency  where  so  many  white 
voters  have  actual  experience  of 
racial  mixing;  the  last  general 
election  was  in  1981,  before  the 
black  inflow  to  Hillbrow  had  be- 
come significant 

Widman  contends  that  the 
government’s  plan  is  to  let  Hillbrow 
become  a “guinea  pig"  open  zone, 
an  overcrowded,  crime-ridden 
disaster  area  which  can  then  be  held 
up  as  a warning  to  other  white 
municipalities  fluting  with  multi- 
radalism.  He  claims  that  repeated

to  patrol  the  streets  at  night  and 
control  crime,  both  black  and  white; 
have  been  ignored. 

Elderly  whites,  many  of  them 
Jewish,  living  on  modest  annuities 
and  pensions,  are  the  most  stable 
element  in  Hfllbrow’s  otherwise 
largely  transient  population.  Most 
of  them  cannot  afford  to  move 
elsewhere,  and  many  say  they  fed 
trapped  in  their  flats,  unable  to  go 
out  at  night  for  fear  ofbemg  mugged 
or  robbed.

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Power  to  the  people 


An  engineer  with  a ‘bad  accent 


and  crazy  ideas*  — Dr  Alexander 
Kalina  (left)  — has  perfected  a 
4fc|  way  to  give  us  cheaper  electricity 


A new  way  of  running  power 
stations  that  could  mean 
cheaper  electricity  for  afl  has 
this  week  been  given  the  go- 
ahead  in  California.  If  it 
works,  American  experts 
claim  that  it  would  represent 
“the  most  important  develop- 
ment in  power  station  design 
for  100  years".  In  Britain 
alone,  it  could  art  the  Central 
Electricity  Generating  Board's 
animal  fuel  bill  by  £l  biliioo. 

The  new  “energy  cycle"  is 
the  brainchild  of  Dr  Alexan- 
der Kalina,  an  expatriate 
Soviet  engineer  now  tiring  in 
Houston,  Texas.  Steam  gen- 
erators are,  at  best,  only  38  per 
cent  efficient  at  converting  fuel 
Into  power;  Kalina  daibs  be 
can  improve  that  to  over  50  per 
cent.  The  equipment  involved 
can  be  fitted  to  any  power 
station  and  would  pay  for  itself 
hi  less  than  two  years. 

Needless  to  say,  Kalina  has 
not  found  it  easy  to  convince 
the  world  that  be  is  talking 
sense.  “It's  no  wonder,"  be 
says  with  a shrug.  “For  years 
they  work  hard  to  squeeze  just 
a few  per  cent  extra  power. 
Then  oat  of  nowhere  comes 
this  guy  with  a bad  accent  who 
says  Iris  way  of  building  a 
power  plant  gets  this  crazy 
saving." 

For  a hundred  years  power 
stations  have  used  the  Ran- 
ldne  power  cycle,  formulated 
in  1849-  This  drives  turbines 
with  steam  which  is  then 
condensed  and  returned  to  the 
water  boiler  for  re-use.  But  it 

can  only  operate  at  the  boiling 
point  of  water,  whether  the 
furnace  goes  on  Mazing 
fiercely  or  is  damped  down. 


trick,"  Kalina  says.  “Instead 
of  water,  I use  a mixture  of  70 
per  cent  ammonia  gas  and  30 
per  cent  water.  As  yon  heat 
this,  the  temperature  rises 
steadily  as  the  volatile  ammo- 
nia vaporizes  first,  and  toe 
boiler  mixture  gets  richer  in 
water."  Overall  there  is  a 
better  match  between  furnace 
and  boiler,  and  that  means  less 
heat  is  thrown  away  in  the 
cooling  towers  and  smoke 
stack. 


Bat  there  is  a snag.  Until 
Kalina  came  along,  nobody 
could  condense  this  mixture  to 
complete  the  cycle.  Kalina's 
"very  crafty  pipework",  three 
complex  interconnecting  cool- 
ing cycles,  appears  to  have 
succeeded.  Engineers  who  ini- 
tially scoffed  at  toe  whole  idea 
are  now  changing  their  tune. 

Ernest  Zabolotny,  an  en- 
gineer with  the  Stone  and 
Webster  Corporation  of  Bos- 
ton, world-famous  builders  of 
power  plants,  says:  “Gains 
from  conventional  ideas  for 
improving  power  stations  have 
been  as  elusive  as  the  Chesh- 
ire cat.  The  Kalina  cycle  looks 
nice  and  simple,  bur  its  poten- 
tial is  immense." 

Ammonia  gas  is  safe  to 
handle  and  should  be  environ- 
mentally acceptable,  even  if 
there  were  a major  leak  to  the 
atmosphere.  The  gas  rapidly 
dissolves  hi  moist  lire  and 
would  quickly  convert  to 
ammonium  nitrate,  which 
farmers  already  spread  on 
their  land  as  a fertilizer. 


Moore  of  the  Central  Electric- 
ity Research  Laboratories.

“When  1 try  to  estimate  the 
world  fuel  cost  savings  pos- 
sible, I get  figures  so  big  that  I 
can't  imagine  them."

butler  did  it 


Actor  Edward  Duke  brings  Bertie  Wooster 
and  Jeeves  back  to  the  West  End  tonight^ 
with  a little  help  from  his  friend,  Mr  John~ 


It  is  not  often  that  you 
push  open  the  stage  door 
of  a West  End  theatre  to 
be  greeted  by  a butler, 
deferentially  resplendent  in 
wing  collar  and  tails.  “How 
kind  of  you  to  call,"  he  said, 
minutely  crooking  the  left 
elbow  and  indicating,  with  a 
low  sweep  of  the  right  arm, 
the  route  ahead.  "Perhaps 
you  would  like  to  attend  to 
the  photographs  first?”  Any 
moment  now,  I suspected. 
Edward  Duke,  virtuoso  actor 
extraordinary,  would  inquire 
whether  his  newly-amved 
interviewer  cared  for  a bath 
and  change  before  dinner. 

John  Cawston  watched  this 
performance  with  furrowed 
brow.  “I  think  perhaps, 
Edward,  that  I would  have 
had  the  hands  loosely  joined 
behind,  the  bade  and  then, 
like  so,  the  gentie  gesture  with 
the  right  palm . . 

Tonight,  on  the  stage  of 
Wyndham’s  Theatre,  Edward 
Duke  returns  for  his  second 
one-man  stint  in  London  as 
both  P.G.  Wodehouse's  ami- 
able upper-crust  twit,  Bertie 
Wooster,  and  bis  most  fam- 
ous of  all  literary  gentleman’s 
gentlemen  in  Jeeves  Takes 
Charge,  with  a highly  success- 
ful tour  throughout  the  Eng- 
lish-speaking world  in  the 
same  twin  roles  sandwiched 
between  his  two  London 
appearances. 

The  critically-acclaimed 
33-year-old  Duke  is,  how- 
ever, the  first  to  admit  that  he 
is  merely  an  actor.

"But  as  soon  as  I got  to 
(mow  him  I realized  that  he 
was,  in  every  posable  way, 
the  perfect  Jeeves,"  Duke 
says.  "He'll  be  in  the  audi- 
ence on  the  first  night  this 
time  around  and  I've  already 
been  warned  that  if  I persist 
in  holding  the  drinks  tray  in 
my  right  hand  he'll  have 
something  to  say  to  me  after 
the  show.” 


Born  into  a family  which 
boasted  butler,  footman  and 
full  household  staff  Cawston 
—or  Mr  John,  as  he  prefers  to 
be  known  — crossed  the  great 
social  divide  in  1940  to 
become  valet  to  an  MP, 
Robert  Betrays;  he  later 
served  Lady  Deiamere  and 
Lord  Beauchamp  and  then, 
as  proprietor  of  his  own 
service  school  re-crossed  the 
threshold  of  the  green  baize 
door  to  be  again  waited  upon 
by  his  students. 

“My  mother  sold  our 
house  and  went  to  live  with 
her  grandchildren  in  Amer- 
ica, so  I found  myself  with 
nowhere  to  live.  That’s  when 
I saw  Mr  Bemays's  advertise- 
ment, so  I decided  to  give  it  a 
go,"  Cawston  explains.  "I  had 
no  real  experience  except  that 
I had  worked  with  a cleaning 
firm,  where  I had  learned  to

Even  when  Duke  is  play- 
ing the  part  ofWooster, 
Cawston’s  eyes  will  be 
watching  his  every  move:

Even  before  the  election  date  is 
announced,  Mrs  Thatcher  is  tak- 
ing soundings  as  to  who  should 
succeed  Norman  Tebbit  as  party 
chairman.  She  is  being  urged  to 
give  the  job  to  a strong  manager 
from  within  Cabinet  ranks,  for  a 
full  five-year  term.  This  will  allow 
the  new  incumbent  three  years  of 
hard  slog  co  set  the  party  machine 
right,  and  then  two  more  to  ensure 
a fourth  term  for  the  Conservat- 
ives. And  the  man  most  likely  to? 
Norman  Fowler,  who  yesterday 
announced  a national  Aids  trust, 
which  looted  as  though  it  was  his 
DHSS  swansong  after  six  years 
running  the  department.  The 
other  two  names  mentioned  are 
John  Moore,  now  at  Transport, 
and  Kenneth  Baker,  although  he  is 
believed  to  be  too  involved  with 
the  teachers  to  take  the  job.  1 


Dear  Deirdre... 


The  main  aim  of  the  first  two 
Thatcher  governments  has  been  to 
strengthen  the  economy  and  the 
nation's  security.  In  the  third, 
social  policy  is  likely  to  come 
increasingly  to  the  fore.  At  the 
heart  of  this  will  be  the  relation- 
ship between  central  and  local 
government 

Certain  facts  have  shaped 
government  thinking: 

• The  phenomenon  of  the  “loony 
left”  — the  councils  who,  by 
irresponsibility,  dottiness  and 
malevolence,  have  done  so  much 
harm  to  the  areas  they  are  meant 
to  serve. 

• The  belief  that  local  govern- 
ment spending  has  such  a signifi- 
cant impact  on  overall  economic 
policy  that  it  has  to  be  tightly 
controlled  from  the  centre. 

• The  view  that  many  local 
authorities  are  bureaucracies 
which  serve  the  providers  rather 
than  the  consumers,  restrict 
choice  and  nurture  incompetence.  ‘ 

All  these  are  serious  matters. 
The  govemment  is  right  to  seek  a 
way  of  making  more  local  electors 
feel  the  impact  of  the  cost  of' 
additional  spending.  It  is  also  right 
to  point  out  vigorously  the  harm 
some  socialist  councils  are  doing. 
On  the  other  hand,  I hope  it  will 
not  allow  the  Conservative  elec- 


tion campaign  or  party  policy  to 
slip  into  a general  hostility  to  local 
government  or  an  increasing 
switch  of  power  to  the  centre. 

We  must  not  forget  that  many  of 
the  Conservatives'  most  active 
supporters  are  committed  to  local 
government  and  that  greater 
centralization  could  strengthen 
the  baleful  impact  of  any  future 
government  of  the  left 

The  story  of  local  government 
finance  in  recent  years  has  not 
been  a particularly  happy  one,  as 
the  present  Environment  Sec- 
retary, Nicholas  Ridley,  would 
agree.  More  than  once,  the  DoE 
has  got  its  legislation  wrong  — not 
because  of  incompetence  by 
officialdom  but  because  the 
strains  imposed  by  penalties,  tar- 
gets, rate-capping  and  so  on  have 
been  more  than  the  system  can 
bear. 

So  what  should  we  do  now? 
Obviously  the  government  has  to 
deride  bow  much  financial  sup- 
port to  give  to  local  government — 
on  a riearcut  system  .which  is  not 
primarily  a reflection  of  past 
spending.  It  is  also  inevitable  that 
the  Treasury  should  keep  some 


control  over  capital  spending  — 
though  I would  hope  it  might 
allow  an  increase  in  the  spending 
of  capital  receipts.  But  for  revenue 
expenditure  we  should  put  the 
responsibility  more  firmly  back  on 
the  local  electorate. 

The  manifesto  will  presumably 
endorse  the  package  of  the  new 
community  chaige  on  all  adults, 
plus  the  centrally  determined 
unified  business  rate.  It  should 
also  ensure  that  the  local  elector, 
not  Whitehall,  finally  determines 
bow  much  any  council  spends. 

The  other  main  area  where 
change  is.  in  the  air  is  education. 
On  April  27  a Times  leader  talked 
about  a planned  education  bill 
which  would  not  only  impose 
national  standards  on  schools  but 
would  also  “effectively  transfer 
the  administration  of  the  service 
in  England  and  Wales  .from  the 
104  local  education  authorities 
. ...  to  the  Department  of  Educa- 
tion and  Science”.

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There  are  worrying  signs  that  the 
next  decade  will  see  a new  move  to 
dearer  oiL  with  perhaps  even  a 
new  oil  shock  of  the  kind  which 
dominated  the  Seventies.  In  1973, 
the  Opec  members  provided  the 
industrial  world  with  about  67  per 
cent  of  its  oil  They  quadrupled 
the  price.  Years  of  expensive 
energy  forced  the  western  nations 
to  cut  demand  and  boost  output. 

This  year  only  about  38  to  40 
per  cent  of  the  West's  needs  will  be 
provided  by  the  Opec  countries, 
who  have  had  to  cut  output  to 
hold  pricesai$l8  a barrel,  roughly 
half  the  1981  price.  That  simple 
equation,  which  has  fuelled  five 
years  of  declining  oil  prices  and 
felling  inflation  in  the  West,  is 
starting  to  go  into  reverse.  By  the 
mid-1990s,  Opec  will  have  pushed 
its  way  back  to  supplying  half  the 
industrial  world's  oil  needs.  By  the 
end  of  the  century,  most  esti- 
mates, such  as  those  of  the 
International  Energy  Agency,  sug- 
gest it  will  be  near  63  per  cent,

Why  has  the  world  moved  from, 
famine  to  glut  in  the  oil  market? 
And  why  might  it  move  back?  The 
answer  to  both  questions  is  that 
markets,  or  more  precisely  prices, 
work  very  efficiently  in  the  energy 
sector  but  take  a long  and  some- 
times bumpy  road  to  do  so.  High 
prices,  rather  than  government 
exhortation,  have  cut  demand 
beyond  anyone's  expectations. 

In  1978  the  US  expected  that 
the  non-communist  world  would 
increase  its  use  of  oil  by  a sixth  by 
1985;  in  feet,  oil  use  fell  nearly  10 
per  cent  to  46  million  barrels  a 
day.  Part  of  the  difference  is 
accounted  for  by  slower  than 
expected  economic  growth;  most 
western  countries  have  stayed  in 
recession.  And  part  is  due  to 
greater  fuel  efficiency. 

Throughout  the  late  1970s  and 
early  '80s  the  gas  guzzler  cars 


bought  before  the  oil  crisis  were 
-slowly  wearing  out,  to  be  replaced 
by  smaller,  more  fuel-efficient 
models.  Cheap  energy  (allowing 
for  inflation,  oil  is  cheaper  today 
than  in  1974)  is  undoing  much  of 
the  incentive  to  conserve.  In  the 
United  Sates  there,  is  strong, 
possibly  irresistible  pressure  to 
raise  tiie  55  mph  speed,  limit 
imposed  to  save  fueL 

The  latest  range  of  Cadillacs, 
designed  to  be  fuel  efficient,  have 
been  a flop  in  the  US  because 
people  want  something  bigger  and 
flashier.  Since  cars  are  replaced 
only  slowly  it  will  be  the  next 
decade  before  the  average  fuel 
consumption  of  motor  vehicles 
goes  up,  even  if  the  present  very 
tentative  trends  continue.  But  if 
oil  prices  stay  low,  motor  manu- 
facturers will  not  be  under  any  real 
pressure  to  spend  money  on 
R & D aimed  at  reducing  fuel 
consumption.  Demand,  therefore, 
seems  certain  to  rise. 

What  about  supply?  The  last  1 5 
years  have  seen  major  oil  fields  in 
the  West  come  on  stream,  in  the 
North  Sea,  Alaska  and  Mexico 
(not  a member  of  Opec).  No  eq- 
uivalents are  in  sight  for  the  1 990s. 
By  then.  North  Sea  production 
will  be  static  or  felling  and  we  shall 
be  suffering  the  consequences  of 
the  big  cuts  now  being  made  in 
exploration.  By  the  time  new 
fields  are  proven  and  developed 
the  price  may  be  up  to  a level 


which  makes  them  profitable;  but 
that  does  not  help  oil  companies 
now  with  shareholders  concerned 
about  declining  profits. 

Taken  together,  rising  demand 
and  felling  non -Opec  production 
is  bound  to  increase  bur  demand 
for  Opec  oil  from  just  under  16 
million  barrels  a day  (the  current 
Opec  quota)  to  between  21  and  23 
million  barrels  a day  by  1990. 
How  will  they  respond?  The  Opec 
countries  have  had  to  impose 
production  cuts  to  hold  the  line  on 


might  have  Men  well  below  510  a 
barrel  last  year  and  stayed  there. 
The  Opec  nations  as  a whole  are 
now  underproducing  by  about  one 
third,  mostly  because  Saudi  Ara- 


bia has  cut  its  production.  By 
1990,  on  existing  trends,  they  will 
be  up  to  80  per  cent  of  capacity. 
That  is  the  same  figure  as  in  1973 
and  is  crucial  to  the  cartel's  power. 
At  80  per  cent  of  capacity  Opec  no 
longer  needs  to  impose  production 
cuts.  The  key  Middle  Eastern 
states  which  have  more  than 
enough  money,  most  notably 
Saudi  Arabia,  can  regulate  their 
ouput  without  needing  to  worry 
about  the  other  Opec  members. 

In  the  middle  part  of  this  decade 
it  was  the  desperate  need  for  cash 
of  countries  such  as  Nigeria  which 
prevented  Opec  holding  the  line. 
Because  they  were  unwilling  (or 
their  bankers'  demands  made 
them  unable)  to  hold  down  out- 


put, Opec  quotas  were  meaning- 
less. By  the  start  of  the  next 
decade,  the  balance  will  have 
shifted  in  Opec’s  favour  so  much 
that  Saudi  Arabia,  Kuwait  and  the 
United  Arab  Emirates  will  to- 
gether be  able  to  have  a major 
effect  on  prices. 

The  most  comfortable  way  for 
them  to  use  that  power  would  be 
to  edge  prices  up  gently  and 
steadily,  giving  the  West  time  to 
adjust  ana  the  producing  nations 
the  chance  to  prepare  their  econo- 
mies for  extra  money  more  eff- 
ectively than  they  (fid  last  time. 
Life  for  the  energy  consuming 
countries  of  the  West  would  be 
uncomfortable,  since  they  would 
be  feced  with  constant  pressure  on 
living  standards.  But  it  would 
avoid  the  price  shocks  of 1973  and 
1979. 

The  trouble  is  that  commodity 
markets  often  do  not  work  that 
way.  The  cost  comes  in  the  form  of 
huge  investments  which,  once 
undertaken,  produce  the  raw 
materials  at  a very  low  marginal 
cost  It  costs  only  about  $ I a barrel 
to  pump  oil  from  Opec  countries, 
so  prices  tend  to  stay  low  as  long  as 
there  is  any  spare  capacity.  But  as 
the  industry  nears  the  limits  of 
what  existing  fields  can  produce 
(or  are  allowed  to  produce),  prices 
can  suddenly  shoot  up.  That  is  the 
real  danger  of  the  position  into 
which  we  are  drifting  once  more. 

At  some  point  in  the  next 
decade  the  Middle  East  Opec 
countries  will  have  the  power  to 
send  prices  soaring  if  they  turn  off 
the  tap.  What  would  persuade 
them  to  do  that  is  anybody’s  guess. 
In  1973  it  was  opposition  to  a 
common  enemy  — Israel.  In  1979 
it  was  a side  effect  of  a war  among 
themselves  — between  Iran  and 
Iraq.  It  might  be  that  next  time 
they  will  observe  total  self-re- 
straint But  are  we  wise  to  give 
them  such  power  that  they  will 
have  to?

The  true  cost 

of  Trident

Last  Sunday  Neil  Kinnock  said 
that  today’s  white  paper  on  de- 
fence will  be  another  chapter  tn 
the  Tories’  “hidden  manifesto  - 
He  declared;  “They  will  pretend 
they  can  go  on  buying  Trident  and 
still  afford  to  keep  up  our  de- 
fences. They  know  that  such  a 
programme  is  a falsehood.” 
Simultaneously  the  Bradford 
School  of  Peace  Studies  (no  prizes 
for  guessing  whose  side  that  is  on) 
said  that  the  cost  of  Trident  is  so 
great  that  the  production  of  non- 
Trident  defence  equipment  will  be 
cut  by  half  by  1990. 

David  Oweu  is  anxious  not  to 
offend  Liberal  nuclear  disanners, 
in  a majority  at  the  last  Liberal 
conference,  but  fears  the  obloquy 
of  sounding  like  the  CND.  His 
compromise  is  to  cancel  Trident 
because  the  nation  cannot  afford 
it.  The  government's  critics  rely 
on  the  public  having  the  haziest 
notions  of  nuclear  defence. 

On  April  18  the  Foundation  for 
Defence  Studies,  a non-political 
body,  published  a Gallup  polL 
Fifty  per  cent  thought  the  Nat- 
ional Health  Service  was  less 
expensive  than  Trident  and  an- 
other 24  per  cent  did  not  contra- 
dict that  proposition.  Sixty  per 
cent  believed  the  average  annual 
cost  of  three  more  tank  or  mecha- 
nized divisions  would  be  less  than 
the  yearly  cost  of  Trident. 

In  1986-87  the  National  Health 
Service  cost  more  than  £20,000 
million,  a figure  which  rises 
inexorably  year  by  year.  The 
whole  cost  of  Trident  spread  over 
20  years  will  be  £9,265  million, 
supposing  the  pound  is  worth 
Si. 50,  conservatively  below  this 
week's  St.68.  That  will  be  a 
minute  fraction  of  20  years  of  the 
NHS,  substantially  less  than  the 
savings  the  NHS  could  make  if  it 
were  run  efficiently. 

The-  cost  of  Trident  over  its 
procurement  period  is  a mere  3 
per  cent  of  the  annual  defence 


budget  (£1 8,800  million  last  year.) 
We  have  already  spent  £970  mil- 


We  have  already  spent  £970  mil- 
lion on  TridenL  We  are  contrac- 
tually committed  to  a further 
£2,840  million. 

The  Labour  Party  and  the 
Alliance  would  cheerfully  chuck 
away  both  these  sums  by  cancel- 
ling TridenL  Mr  Kinnock  last 
Sunday  spoke  grandiloquently  of 
using  the  £7,000  million  saved  by 
Trident's  cancellation  (it  is  not  as 
much  as  that,  but  never  mind)  to 
provide  modern  equipment  for 
our  conventional  forces.  The  con- 
sequently strengthened  conven- 
tional forces  would,  he  assumes  in 
Walter  Mitty  style,  be  a quite 
sufficient  deterrent  to  the  Rus- 
sians. 

Actually,  the  savings  from 
cancelling  Trident  would  only  be 
enough  to  provide  one  additional 
armoured  division  with  300  tanks 
and  maintain  it  for  about  13  years, 
when  it  would  have  to  be  dis- 
banded.

PacL  Russia,  with  the  Warsaw 
Pact  has  8,000  tactical  aircraft 
compared  with  Nato’s  4,000. 

With  chemical  weapons,  over 
three  times  our  number  of  artillery 
pieces  and  900,000  Soviet  soldiers 
alone  stationed  on  ffie  Gwinan 
front  opposite  our  600,000,  the 
difference  made  by  cancelling  . 
Trident  and  increasing  our  con- 
ventional arms  would  be  less  than 
the  equivalent  of  a horsefly  taking 
on  a horse.  In  a conventional 
conflict  in  Europe  Russia  could 
immediately  bring  up  another  five 
million  trained  reserves  who 
would  overwhelm  the  tiny  re- 
serves we  have.  We  might  be  in  a 
slightly  better  position  if  we  had 
National  Service  but  I doubt  if  Mr 
Kinnock,  Mr  Steel  or  Dr  o wen  win 
advocate  that  before  polling  day,  • 
particularly  as  it  would  cost  fer 
more  than  our  nuclear  deterrenL 

The  nuclear  deterrent  is  reliable 
defence  on  the  cheap.  That  was 
wby  Cement  Attlee  was  so  keen  . 
on  it.  Maintaining  our  present 
nuclear  weapons  involves  less 
than  1 per  cent  of  our  Services . 
manpower.  From  the  start  nuclear 
weapons  have  been  a negligible 
dement  in  our  defence  budget 

Dr  Owen  has  accepted  our  own 
nuclear  weapons  as  vital  to  our 
defence  in  the  past,  and  in  the 
present  until  we  getto  the  point  of 
updating  them.  Then  he  spe- 
ciously decides  they  are  too  expen- 
sive, though  they  are  dearly  not 
He  is  not  against  our  nuclear 
weapons  on  moral  grounds;  be  is 
frightened  lest  the  public  thinks 
Trident  beyond  our  means  and 
that  it  ensures  a leading  place  for 
us  in  the  world  which  he  and  Mr 
Kinnock  think  beyond  our  status. 
Labour  and  the  Alliance  both 
want  us  to  become  of  no  account 
militarily,  while  wishing  us  to 
influence  the  world  in  causes 
which  they  fancy. 

We  have  four  Polaris  sub- 
marines which  went  into  service 
in  the  1960s.  Each  carries  48 
warheads.  We  will  have  four 
Trident  submarines,  each  in- 
tended to  cany  128  of  the  most 
modern  warheads  able  to  cope 
with  Soviet  defence  weapons  not 
deployed  when  Polaris  was  de- 
signed- This  two-and-a-half  times 
increase  in  the  number  of  our 
modern  warheads  is  essential  if 
our  deterrent  is  to  continue  to 
make  the  Russians  believe  we  can 
destroy  all  their  major  cities  if  ~ 
pushed  to  it,  even  if  the  Americans 
abandon  us. 

To  instil  the  same  degree  of  awe 
into  the  Russians  with  con- 
ventional  forces  would  not  merely  ' 
take  up  the  whole  of  the  NHS  but 
absorb  well  over  half  the  revenue 
collected  by  the  Treasury  from  all 
sources.

The  WJC  has  taken  risks  in  the 
past  For  its  annual  meeting  three 
years  ago  it  chose  Vienna,  where 
that  same  week  Friedhelm  Frisch- 
ensch lager,  then  Austrian  defence 
minister,  shook  hands  with  a 
convicted  Nazi  war  criminal  on 
his  repatriation  to  Austria  from 
Italy. 

The  Worid  Jewish  Congress 
broke  up  in  dismay,  its  delegates 
haunted  by  the  imagery  of  the  past 
transposed  to  the  present  by  a 
combination  of  crassness  and 
Austrian  political  ineptitude. 
There  could  have  been  no  more 
vivid  a_  reminder  of  Central 
Europe’s’  and  in  particular 
Vienna's,  role  in  establishing  and 
developing  anti-semitism.

Hungarians  have  never  tried  ei- 
ther to  forget  or  to  denounce  the 
vital  part  the  Jews  played  in  their 
country's  cultural  life  before  the 
war.  Even  during  the  early  years  of 
the  Second  World  War,  the 
Hungarian  authorities,  under  their 
Regent,  Admiral  Horthy,  strove  to 
protect  the  Jewish  population, 
though  in  1944,  when  Hungary 
was  occupied  by  German  troops 
and  he  was  powerless,  he  was 
forced  to  transport  them  to  the  gas 
chambers  in  Poland. 

Before  then,  Jews  had  formed 
the  backbone  of  Budapest's  eco- 
nomic and  cultural  life  — so  much 
so  that  before  the  war  the  city  was 
often  referred  to  as  “Jewdapest”. 
Today  Hungary  is  the  most  tol- 
erant of  the  Soviet  bloc  countries 
towards  its  Jewish  population. 

Although  Romanis  has  formal 
diplomatic  ties  with  Israel.  Presi- 
dent Ceausescu’s  government  has 
developed  in  official  journals  a 


sinister  appetite  for  anu-scramc 
literature.  In  Hungary,  there  is  no 
official  anti-semitism,  though 
some  sociologists  claim  there  are 
slight  traces  to  be  found  among 
older  citizens  of  Budapest. 

But  unlike  Austria,  such  traces 
are  so  seif-effacing  as  to  be 
invisible  to  the  casual  visitor  and 
are  easily  overshadowed  by  the 
Hungarians’  record  of  preserving 
Jewish  culture.  At  present  there 
are  136  functioning  synagogues  in 
Hungarvand  26  rabbis.  Moreover. 
Hungary-  is  the  only  country  in’ 
Eastern  'Europe  which  maintains  a 
rabbinical  seminary.  This  institu- 
tion has  trained  about  ten  rabbis  a 
year  for  the  last  decade. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the 
survival  and  official  encourage- 
ment of  ibis  institution  is  partly 
the  reason  wby  the  WJC  is 
meeting  in  BudapcsL  The  or- 
ganizers may  also  have  been 
encouraged  by  an  event  lo  be  held 


in  the  city  this  month:  the 
unveiling  of  a commemorative 
statue  to  Count  Raoul  Wallenberg, 
the  Swedish  diplomat  who  saved 
the  lives  of  about  100,000  Hungar- 
ian Jews  during  the  war  and  was 
arrested,  never  to  reappear,  when 
the  Red  Array  occupied  Budapest. 
The  statue,  which  has  been  expen- 
sively carved  by  one  of  Hungary’s 
leading  sculptors,  will  be  unveiled 
as  a memorial  as  much  to  Hungar- 
ian Jewry  as  to  the  brave  Swede. 

Despite  these  positive  gestures, 
today's  meeting  will  again  be 
clouded  by  memories  of  the  war 
in  particular,  the  alleged  involve- 
ment in  military  atrocities  of 
President  Waldheim  of  Austria. 
Werner  Nachmann.thc  WJC  dele- 
gate representing  West  German 
Jews,  has  announced  his  determ- 
ination to  see  that  the  Congress 
publish  its  evidence  against  Dr 
Waldheim.  "All  the  documents 
must  be  placed  on  the  table.  IFntil 
now  wc  have  seen  nothing 
concrete."  he  told  journalists  at 
the  weekend. 

Nachmann  is  supported  by 
many  Jews  in  the  Congress  who 
fear  a new  backlash  of  anti- 
semitism since  the  recent  order  by 
the  US  Justice  Department  that 
Waldheim  would  not  be  allowed 
into  the  United  States. 


The  lavish  hospitality  of  the

in  fettle.  To  a mouse  in  there  for 
the  night  it  must  have  felt  like 
being  locked  up  in  Fortnum  and 
Mason's. 

Wc  were  prepared  to  put  up 
with  a few,  believing  ihc  odd 
mouse  to  be  part  of  this  new, 
trendy  rural  living  which  has 
suddenly  become  so  much  the 


thing.  But  then  came  the  parsley 
incident,  which  persuaded  us  that 
enough  was  enough. 

I had,  in  the  manner  of  us 
ordinary  country  folk,  chopped  up 
parsley  on  the  Habitat  chopping 
board  ready  for  adding  to  some 
simple  peasant  dish.  I turned  my 
back  only  for  a minute  to  read 
what  Elizabeth  David  said  I had  to 
do  next,  but  in  that  time  two  mice 
appeared  from  somewhere  behind 
the  stove  and  wolfed  down  the 
parsley.  They  had  gone  too  far. 
Die  crack  of  conventional  mouse 
traps  heralded  a reign  of  terror. 

There  have  been  times  when  I 
wished  we  had  not  progressed  into 
this  inojfensif  era.  It  became  my 
job  to  do  some  of  the  actual 
transporting.  My  instructions 
were  specific.  There  was  to  be  no 
dumping  just  any  old  where.  They 
had  to  be  given  a reasonable 
chance  of  survival.  As  they  were 
house  mice,  this  meant  finding 
something  vaguely  resembling  a 
house.  ^ At  the  same  time  we 
couldn't  impose  our  mice  on  our 
neighbours.  It  had  to  be  uninhab- 
ited, an  abandoned  farmhouse  or 
ruined  bam.  But  just  try  finding 
such  a thing  around  here.  All  the 
ruined  bams  have  been  redevel- 
oped, fitted  with  jacuzzis  and 
flogged  off  to  merchant  bankers 
for  a quarter-of-a-million  quid. 

In  the  end  I began  compromis- 
ing with  a bit  of  ruined  walL  Quite 
often,  the  released  mice  spumed 
this,  and  set  off  to  look  for 
something  better,  or  return  home. 
This  resulted  in  one  richly  absuiti 
situation  when  I found  myself 
holding  up  the  Saturday  morning 
traffic  in  Sheep  Street  to  allow  a 
mouse  to  cross  the  road. 

The  problem  was  that  the  larder 
population  didn’t  seem  to  be 
gemng  any  smaller.

It  is  also  to  forget  that  in  the 
77  years  of  its  history,  despite 
whites  having  gone  to  the  polls 
at  least  every  five  years,  its 
government  has  been  changed 
only  twice  through  the  ballot 
box.

ku1;  ”1S  ruthIess  response  to 
black  unrest  and  an  improve- 
ment in  the  country’s  domestic 
economy  would,  he  calculated, 
provide  him  with  the  best 
opportunity  to  curtail  the 
growth  of  the  right  and  block 
ris  expected  leap  from  rural 
bouth  Africa  to  the  blue  collar 
constituencies  of  the  industrial 
towns. 

In  a fine  demonstration  of 
the  law  of  unintended  conse- 
quences, President  Botha’s  at- 
tempts to  woo  back  the  right 
have  thoroughly,  and  probably 
permanently,  alienated  his 
own  elite.  In  series  of  defec- 
tions, which  have  shaken  the 
government  to  its  foundations, 
Afrikaner  academics,  business 
leaders,  sportsmen  and  the 
Afrikaner  tribe's  educated 
youth  have  come  out  in  open 
revolt  against  the  National 
Party  ana  against  his  leader- 
ship. It  is  a movement  which 
has  coalesced  around  the  cam- 
paigns of  three  independent 
candidates.  But  whether  or  not 
Mr  Denis  WorraU,  Dr  Esther 
Lategan  and  Mr  Wynand  Ma- 
lan  win  or  lose  on  Wednesday 
there  can  be  little  doubt  that 
Afrikanerdom  is  split  once 
again. 

Yet  it  was  President  Botha 
first  taught  his  own  elite  that  it 
was  permissible  to  think  the 
unthinkable  — the  equitable 
sharing  ofpower  with  a black 
majority.  The  problem  was  not 
simply  that  Mr  Botha  did  not 
know  how  to  achieve  that 


desirable  state  but  that  grow- 
ing  numbers  of  his  own  follow- 
ers now  entertain  severe 
doubts  as  to  the  earnest  of  his 
intentions.  Their  doubts  have 
induced  a bunker  mentality  in 
the  beleaguered  South  African 
President  which  in  tum  has 
alienated  even  more  of  his 
erstwhile  supporters. 

The  “Botha  factor”  - a 
revolt  against  the  increasingly 
authoritarian  style  of  his  ad- 
ministration — has  become  the 
key  issue  for  many  of  the  new 
Afrikaner  dissidents.  But  this 
alone  would  not  signify  an 
enduring  rebellion.  The  main 
philosophical  reason  behind 
the  defection  of  the  dissidents 
is  a conviction  that  a govern- 
ment which  has  wedded  itself 
to  group  identity  as  the  only 
avenue  for  the  exercise  of 
political  rights  will  never  per- 
suade even  moderate  blacks  to 
come  to  the  negotiating  table. 

For  academics,  students  and 
business  leaders  the  National 
Party  is  no  longer  a credible 
avenue  to  ensure  power-shar- 
ing and  thus  Afrikanerdom's 
survival.  And  without  that 
credibility  it  has  lost  its  legiti- 
macy as  the  political  arm  of 
the  Afrikaner  people.  The  tribe 
has  lost  its  political  head. 

Mr  Botha’s  party  will  be 
returned  to  power  tomorrow, 
but  without  the  support  of  the 
best  of  its  breed.  It  could  be  a 
hollow  victory  and  one  that 
may  not  endure  much  before 
1 989  when  white  South  Africa 
is  once  again  due  to  go  to  the 
polls.  Then  once  again  Mr 
Botha,  or  his  successor,  will  , 
have  to  counter  the  threats  i 
from  Afrikanerdom's  left  and 
right  with  a policy  which  offers 
neither  separation  nor  power- 
sharing, but  the  bankruptcy  of 
continued  repression. 


MR  HART’S  CHARACTER 


Mr  Gary  Hart,  asked  in  last 
Sunday’s  New  York  Times 
magazine  about  the  charge 
that  he  was  a “womanizer”, 
sought  to  refute  it  with  the 
chaflenge:'4foObw  me  around”. 
He  was  being  serious  about 
that,  he  added.  “If  anybody 
wants  to  put  a tail  on  me,  go 
ahead:  They'd  be  very  bored”. 
The  last  thing  Mr  Hart  could 
have  thought  was  that  any- 
body was  going  to  take  him  up 
on  it  But  the  Miami  Herald 
had  already  done  so. 

Its  reporters  waited  outside 
his  Washington  house  from 
11.15  pan.  last  Friday  until 
8.40  pan.  the  next  day — some 
21  hours.

From  ihc  Director  uf  the  National 
Children 's  Bureau 
Sir,  At  the  recent  Press  conference 
held  by  the  National  Society  for 
the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to 
Children  (report.  April  28)  a 
“sharp  increase"  was  reported  in 
ihc  number  of  cases  of  sexual 
abuse  referred  to  toe  society  and 
other  “worrying  trends'*  relating 
to  “the  average  age  of  abused 
children  going  down**,  and  an 
“Increase  in  the  number  of  boys 
being  abused". 

It  is  vital  here  to  distinguish 
between  the  picture  which 
emerges  when  one  examines  refer- 
rals lo  an  agency  and  the  total 
national  picture,  which  is  often 
very  much  more  difficult  to 
ascertain  with  any  certainty. 

In  this  instance,  toe  1,261  sexual 
abuse  referrals  lo  the  NSPCC  last 

year  have  mconirovertibly  in- 
creased from  the  year  before  and 
displayed  the  trends  I have  cited 
above.  Such  facts  are  extremely 
valuable  to  know,  as  well  as  being 
a cause  for  grave  concern. 

However,  as  everyone  will  re- 
alise, when  an  issue  of  this  nature 
becomes  a matter  of  public  debate 
and  concern,  toe  number  of  cases 
coming  to  light  inevitably  rises. 
And  every  professional  and  vol- 
untary agency  that  I know 
amongst  the  National  Children's 
Bureau's  very  extensive  member- 
ship (including  toe  NSPCC)  is 
reporting  such  a rise.

Sentencing  policy 

From  the  Chairman  of  the  Howard 
League  for  Penal  Reform 
Sir,  In  ns  examination  of  prisons 
toe  Commons  Home  Affairs 
Committee  (report,  April  24)  has 
missed  a significant  opportunity 
to  explore  ways  out  of  the  growing 
penal  crisis. 

The  committee  does  make  im- 
portant recommendations  on  toe 
need  for  a code  of  enforceable 
minimum  standards,  toe  removal 
of  the  prison  system's  Crown 
immunity,  and  toe  extension  to 
adults  of  statutory  criteria  govern- 
ing the  derision  to  imprison. 

However,  the  committee  also 
endorses  toe  Government's  mis- 
guided policy  of  attempting,  at 
enormous  public  expense,  to  pro- 
vide toe  number  of  prison  places 
apparently  demanded  by  the 
courts.  The  Prison  Department  is 
already  hinting  that  a further

Tactical  Voting  87  has  done  an 
analysis  of  the  Marpfa®  P°A 
reported  on  April  16  in  The 
Guardian,  which  showed  that 
without  tactical  voting  the  Opp- 
osition parties  would  gain  only  27 
of  the  current  marginal  seats  from 
toe  Tories. 

However,  with  a tactical  swing 
of  5 per  cent  of  Alliance  voters  to 
labour,  and  a 10  per  cent  tactical 
swing  of  Labour  voters  to  Alli- 
ance. the  Opposition  would  win 
78  of  the  marginal  seats  instead  of 
27,  and  Mrs  Thatcher  would  tore 
her  overall  majority.  Tactical 
voting  can  produce  no  more  and 
no  less  than  a hung  parliament. 

After  the  election,  voters  will 
have  used  up  their  opportunity  to 
influence  events,  and  it  will  then 
be  up  to  party  political  leaders  to 
do  their  jok  form  a government  in 
accord  with  the  popular  will.

Government  gram  to  the  bureau 
to  provide  a national  focus  and 
data  base  for  training  materials  on 
sexual  abuse  has  brought  many 
such  reports  to  our  attention.

At  some  point  a limit  will  have 
to  be  firmly  imposed  on  the  prison 
system  size.

Sir,  We  write  to  support  the  letter 
of  Sir  Michael  Tippett  (April  24), 
deploring  the  neglect  of  the  arts  in 
dealing  with  them  as  “a  collection 
of  companies,  to  be  sustained  or 
disposed  of  merely  in  terms  of 
economic  viability”. 

This  applies  also  to  charges  for 
admission  to  museums  and  to  the 
rumoured  imposition  of  VAT  on 
books.  The  opportunities  for 
experiencing  art  — whether  in 
opera,  drama,  literature  or  the 
visual  arts  - are  becoming 
increasingly  expensive  and 
progressively  more  difficult  to 
enjoy  away  from  metropolitan 
centres. 

What  matters  most  is  the  crip- 
pling effect  on  toe  young,  on  toe 
minds  and  sensitivities  of  those 
who  win  be  shaping  tomorrow's 
world  as  artists  and  politicians, 
audiences  and  voters. 

When  one  travels  abroad  one  is 
impressed  by  the  extensive  and 
non-partisan  support  given  to  the 
arts,  either  through  direct  govern- 
ment grants  or  through  bodies  and 
organizations  supported  by 
government  or  municipality  or 
both.

Value  of  LEAs 

From  Mr  David  A.  Turner 
Sir,  Your  editorial  on  educational 
standards  (April  27)  made  some 
salient  points  in  connection  with 
toe  contrast  between  toe  “fun- 
damentally sound”  education  pro- 
vided in  Sheffield  and  toe  less 
effective  service  in  Brent,  as 
reported  recently  by  her  Majesty’s 
Inspectorate.  However,  the 
conclusion  you  reached  that  all 
local  education  authorities  should 
be  abolished  because  of  the  alleged 
shortcomings  of  one  is  surely 
somewhat  extreme  if  not  illogical. 

In  my  experience  a large  num- 
ber of  LEAs  of  all  political 
persuasions,  in  both  county  and 
metropolitan  areas,  are  providing 
a sound  education  for  most  pupUs. 
A better  remedy  for  the  minority 
who  are  failing  could  surely  be 
devised  by  toe  Government  and 
the  Secretary  of  State  since  under 
the  1944  Education  Act  all  LEAs 
are  accountable  to  him. 

; A close  reading  of  the  HMI 
report  on  Sheffield  reveals  that 
many  of  toe  areas  of  outstanding 
work  which  are  highlighted  — 
nursery  education,  environmental 
education,  geography,  mathemat- 
ics, language  work,  special  educa- 
tional needs  and  mufti-cultural 
education,  to  itemise  a few  exam- 
ples — have  all  developed  to  their 
present  high  level  precisely 
because  they  have  been  targeted 
and  resourced  by  the  LEA,  its 
advisers  and  other  support  ser- 
vices. 

The  devolution  of  all  authority 
and  finance  to  toe  headteacher 
and  governors  of  individual 
schools,  which  you  advocate, 
would  at  a stroke  eliminate  the 
possibility  of  such  successful  LEA 
ventures  and  initiatives.  No  single 
school  can  provide  such  a range  of 
services  alone. 

The  logic  of  the  HMI  reports,  in 
my  view,  is  that  high  standards  for 
all  pupils  in  the  State  system,  not 
just  a minority  in  a few  chosen 
schools*  can  omy  be  achieved  by  a 
properly  resourced  LEA  with  a 
firm  belief  in  the  value  of  educa- 
tion for  all.  I am  sure  Sheffield  is 
not  alone  in  wishing  to  fulfill  these 
needs.

ASSASSINATION  and 
SUICIDE  at  PARIS. 

(From  a French  paper  ) 

PARIS,  May  2. 

A dreadful  assassination  has 
been  committed  this  morning  in 
the  face  of  day,  and  in  the  middle 
of  the  Place  Louis  XVL,  on  the 
person  of  M.  Calemard  Lafayette, 
deputy  of  the  Upper  Loire.  A M 
Plagmol  lay  in  wait,  it  seems,  for 
the  bon.  deputy,  and  going  up  to 
him  discharged  a pistol  at  him, 
and  the  ball  passed  through  his 
breast  The  assassin  immediately 
afterwards  blew  out  his  own 
brains,  and  expired  on  the  spot 
MC.de  Lafayette  had  strength 
to  rise  and  get  into  a carriage, 
after  mentioning  his  residence, 
Rue  Godo.de  Mauroy,  No.  2L  M 
Dupuytren,  who  was  sent  for 
with  M Bauddoque,  extracted  a 
large  ball  from  the  left  shoulder, 
where  it  stopped,  after  fracturing 
all  the  bones  in  hs  passage.  The 
wound  is  most  dangerous,  and 
the  situation  of  M.  C.  de  La- 
fayette critical  in  the  extreme. 

The  assassin,  who  wore  the 
Cross  of  the  Legion  of  Honour, 
was  a landowner  in  the  depart- 
ment of  the  Indre  and  Loire,  aged 
52  years:  he  was  personally 
known  to  the  hon.  member,  and 
it  is  generally  supposed  that  he 
committed  this  to  gratify  private 
revenge  but  the  ground  of  his 
animosity  fa  unknown:  MC.de 
Lafayette  was  a worthy  inoffen- 
sive man.  His  opinions  as  deputy 
were  known  only  by  the.  place 
which  he  occupied  on  the  right  of 
the  Chamber.  It  seems  that 
Plagmol  bad  premeditated  hfa 
crime,  and  tire  suicide  which 
followed  it  with  atrocious 
resohitionJn  the  morning  he  put 
six  letters  in  the  poet,  and  he  was 
seen  prowling  about  in  the  garden 
of  the  Tuileries . - . 

The  ball  with  which  the  assas- 
sin destroyed  himself  entered  by 
the  orbit  of  the  right  eye,  carried 
off  the  whole  coronal  bone,  issued 
out  at  the  upper  part  of  the 
occiput,  and  passed  through  the 
hat 

The  Gazette  de  France,  dated 
Monday,  gives  very  nearly  the 
same  account,  but  says  that 
words  passed  between  toe  hon. 
Deputy  and  the  assassin  before 
the  latter  fired:  that  the  report  of 
the  pistol  brought  the  guard  to 
the  spot;  and  that  it  seems  that  it 
was  not  till  the  murderer  saw  that 
he  was  observed,  and  was  going  to 
be  pursued,  that  he  destroyed 
himself.

This  be  did  through  a 
skilful,  often  ominously  risky, 
series  of  property  deals  and 
takeover  bids  in  tbe  1950s 
which  created  an  extensive 
empire  of  newspapers,  shops 
and  department  stores.  Fam- 
ily control  of  House  of  Fraser 
was  exercised  through  Scottish 
and  Universal  Investments, 
founded  in  1961. 

After  education  at  St 
Mary’s,  Melrose,  and 
Kelvtnside  Academy,  Fraser 
started  to  work  in  one  of  the 
stores  of  the  family  business 
under  his  father’s  proud  and 
possessive  eye  when  he  was 
seventeen. 

He  was  made  a director  at 
the  age  of  21;  and  when  his 
father  died  in  November 
1966,  the  son  succeeded  him 
as  chairman  of  House  of 
Fraser  and  of  Harrods  Ltd. 

That  same  year  he  re- 
nounced his  father’s  peerage  - 
“he  should  be  remembered  as 
the  one  and  only  Lord 
-Fraser”,  he  explained  - but 
retained  tbe  baronetcy  con- 
ferred on  his  father  in  1961. 

To  many  of  his  employees 
tbe  young  Fraser  was  an 
attractive  and  sentimentally 
appealing  family  leadership 
figure,  capable  of  inspiring 
loyalty  among  boardroom 
colleagues. 

He  encouraged  lively 
changes  in  tbe  image,  sales 
techniques  and  product  lines 
of  Harrods  in  particular,  di- 


versified the  group’s  business 
interests  quite  successfully; 
and  saw  a reasonably  satisfac- 
tory growth  in  group  profits. 

In  1973,  he  was  selected  as 
the  “Young  Businessman  of 
the  Year”  by  The  Guardian 
newspaper.  Unfortunately, 
this  award  was  followed  by  a 
series  of  business  mishaps, 
and  his  career  began  to  go 
downhill 

In  1973,  pleading  that  he 
had  no  heir  and  that  be  wished 


As  a boy.  he  had  not  been 
influenced  at  all  by  the  politics 
of  his  father,  who  had  been 
treasurer  of  the  Scottish  Con- 
servative Party.  Fraser  used  to 
make  tbe  clear  statement  that 
he  himself  was  a nationalist 
Scot  but  not  a Scottish 
Nationalist 

Nevertheless,  in  1974,  he 
joined  the  Scottish  National 
Party  -tired,  he  said,  of  seeing 
Scotland  treated  as  a poor 
relation  by  tbe  two  main 
parties. 

During  the  early  1980s, 
working  through  his  own  com-  “ 
pany,  Allander  Holdings,  he 
initiated  new  personal  busi- 
ness deals,  including  the  for- 
mation of  a Scottish  aviation 
company.  But  he  never  re- 
gained his  former  importance 
or  prestige  as  a company 
chairman. 

His  lack  of  judgement  was 
fatally  compounded  by  bis 
weakness  for  gambling  which 
in  turn  undermined  his  family 
life.  Despite  strong  efforts  to 
overcome  this  weakness,  it 
proved,  in  the  end,  to  be  his 
undoing  and  was  in  large 
measure  responsible  for  Ins 
nation  as  chairman  of 
Hatreds  Ltd  in  1981  and.

Mr  Louis  Mintz  who  died  on 
April  30,  at  foe  age  of  78, 
made  his  fortune  in  the  “rag” 
trade,  where  his  perception 
that  the  larger  woman  could 
be  treated  sympathetically  in 
fashion  terms,  enabled  him  to 
establish  a line  of  handsome 
gpwns  in  foe  outsize  range. 

He  later  built  on  this  suc- 
cess, and  took  over  Selincourt, 
which  he  turned  from  a sleepy 
public  company  into  one  of 
foe  most  powerful  groups  in 
the  fashion  business. 

Louis  John  Mintz  was  bom 
at  Baden  on  June  2,  1908,  but 
his  family  came  to  England 
and  he  was  brought  up  in 
London's  East  End.  He  left 
school  at  14  and  made  his  way 
in  tbe  fashion  trade  in  foe 
19205  and  1930s. 

With  his  flair  for  publicity 
he  established  Linda  Leigh 
outsizes,  which  became  an 
outstanding  success.  His  fash- 
ion shows  cleverly  used  guest 
appearances  by  figures  like  foe 
legendary  blues  singer,  Sophie 
Tucker,  of  "Nobody  Loves  a 
Fat  Girl”  fame.  There  was  also 
a Linda  Leigh  fashion  news- 
paper which  was  mailed  to 
Large  Girls  clubs  at  home  and 
overseas. 

Many  years  later,  by  then 
managing  director  of  a large 
conglomerate,  be  was  able  to 
remark,  with  considerable  sin- 
cerity, that  fat  women  were  his 
first  and  best  love. 

Mintz  was  a businessman  of 
remarkable  breadth  of  out- 
look. In  1948  he  became  the 
first  chairman  of  the  Export 
Clothing  Committee,  and 
took  a British  delegation  to  foe 
Dusseldorf  and  Frankfurt 
trade  fairs,  at  a time  when 


much  British  business  was  still 
licking  its  wartime  wounds. 

By  1959,  though  only  in  his 
early  fifties,  be  seemed  in  a 
fair  way  to  keep  a reiterated 


promise  to  himself  to  retire.

owever,  having  bought  60 
per  cent  of  a company  called 
Selincourt,  he  could  not  resist 
the  business  opportunities  this 
offered,  and  proceeded  to 
build  it  up  into  to  a major 
fashion  concern  which  be- 
came one  of  foe  largest  export- 
ers of  garments  in  the  United 
Kingdom. 

Selincourt  had  a £2  million 
order  with  the  Soviet  Union, 
and  the  extent  of  its  business 
rrith  Italy  earned  Mintz  foe 
title  Cavaiiere . del  meriio 
there. 

His  involvement  with  the 
fashion  trade  was  paralleled 
by  his  interests  in  property 
development  Among  other 
things,  he  bought  the  Round 
House,  that  former  Victorian 
engine  turntable  shed  at  Chalk 


Farm,  which,  thanks  to  his 
benevolence,  made  such  an 
impact  on  London's  theatrical 
life  in  the  1960s  and  1970s. 

Arnold  Wesker’s  persis- 
tence in  securing  foe  Round 
House  as  a home  for  his 
Centre  42  project,  revealed  to 
Mintz’ s surprise  a business 
single-mindedness  not  unlike 
his  own.  Mintz,  though  seek- 
ing charitable  uses  for  his 
wraith,  was  at  first  sceptical.

He  was  an  ardent  socialist, 
and  once  stood  as  Labour 
candidate  for  Marylebone. 
But  be  did  not  get  in,  and 
attributed  his  failure  to  the

Professor  Alexander  Falconer, 
VRD,  who  died  on  May  3 at 
the  age  of  79.  was  Professor  of 
English  in  the  University  ofSt 
Andrews  from  1955  to  1978. 

An  officer  in  the  naval 
reserve,  be  also  wrote  two 
charming  books  which  dealt 
with  the  nautical  content  of 
Shakespeare's  plays. 

Alexander  Frederick  Fal- 
coner was  bom  on  January  23, 
1908.  and  educated  at  Glas- 
gow, St  Andrews  and  Oxford. 

In  1935  he  took  up  a 
lectureship  at  St  Andrews, 
where  he  spent  the  rest  of  his 
academic  life,  broken  only  by 
service  in  the  RNVR  during 
the  war.  He  was  a holder  of  the 
Volunteer  Reserve  Decora- 
tion. 

After  the  war  he  continued 
his  maritime  interest  at  St 
Andrews  where  he  founded 
and  commanded  the 
university's  Royal  Naval  Re- 
serve Unit. 

Hc  also  brought  his  nautical 
knowledge  to  bear  on  Shake- 
spearean scholarship,  in 
Shakespeare  and  the  Sea 
which  appeared  in  1964.  This 
was  written  with  an  endearing 
enthusiasm  Tor  its  subject, 
which  wen  I a long  way  to- 
wards disarming  criticism  of 
some  of  Falconer's  over-inge- 
nious interpretations  of 
Shakespeare's  text 
Though  one  might  remain 
unconvinced  that  foe  first  act 
of  The  Tempest  proves  that 
Shakespeare  had  himself  been 
a ship's  master,  there  is  mucj? 


nautical  lore  in  foe  book,  and 
in  its  companion  volume, 
Shakespeare's  Naval  Terms 
(1966)  which  is  of  interest  in 
its  own  right 

Falconer  also  edited  two 
volumes  of  The  Percy  Letters, 
and  was  also  an  editor  of  parts 
or  the  Research  Edition  of  the 
Papers  of  James  Boswell, 
which  over  a long  period 
brought  him  into  contact  with 
the  general  editors  at  Yale, 
where  he  was  a visiting 
professor. 

He  was  for  many  years  a 
trustee  of  the  National  Library 
of  Scotland. 

Conservative  in  disposition 
and  unassuming  in  manner. 
Falconer  was  a Si  Andrews 
figure  of  the  older  sort,  reflect- 
ing in  his  formality  and  cour- 
lesy  social  and  academic 
traditions  that  had  all  but 
passed  away.

Time  to  milk  a 
fresh  subject 


Fifteen  minutes 
of  nationwide 
radio  airtime  is 
a precious  nat- 
ional resource. 

That  is  true 
even  at  6 
o'clock  in  the 
morning.  If  it  is 
to  be  for  the  benefit  of  a 
particular  group  of  people, 
then  their  cause  should  be  a 
high  priority.  Farmers  are 
important,  of  coarse,  but  are 
there  not  mncfa  more  im- 
portant causes?  Would  not 
the  time  devoted  to  Farming 
Today  on  Radio  4 be  better 
deployed  in  other  ways? 

Programme  planners  at  the 
BBC  can  proedly  boast  that 
Farming  Today  has  its  toots 
in  1929  and  developed  into  a 
recognisable  form  after  the 
Second  World  War  and  the 
Dig  for  Victory  campaign.  In 
those  dark  days  of  1947 
farming  advice  may  have  been 
hard  to  come  by.  Agriculture 
was  still  a vitally  important 
industry;  the  hotter  mountain 
and  the  wine  lake  were  too 
ludicrous  to  imagine.

Now,  though,  experts 
are  to  be  found  at 
every  farm  gate. 
Magazines  and  aSrertising 
material  abound.  Farmers,  I 
complain  about  the 
feit  of  advice  rather  that 
the  lack  of  it  Bat  Farming 
Today  is  still  there  with  its 

crack-of-dawn  advice. 


By  contrast,  British  in- 
dustry is  faced  with  a tech- 
nological boom  that  is  hard  to 
comprehend.  With  the 
changes  come  alterations  in 
work  practices  that  not  only 
affect  those  with  jobs  hot 
those  without. 

The  cloistered  world  of 
Broadcasting  Hoase  may 
have  something  to  do  with  it, 
but  those  same  programme 
planners — so  quick  to  see  the 
need  for  information  by  fann- 
ers and  still  apparently 
flushed  with  the  success  of 
The  Archers  — are  sorely 
overlooking  their  responsib- 
ilities to  industry  and  the 
business  world.

vice.  Imagine 
the  value  of 
such  a slot  to 
the  manager 
needing  guid- 
ance on  work  practices;  the 
personnel  officer  itching  to 
learn  how  those  Japanese 
manage  to  persuade  their 
British  workers  to  accept  no- 
strike deals;  and  the  trade 
unionist  wanting  to  know  how 
the  Government's  next  Green 
Paper  will  affect  the  running 
of  his  organization.  There 
woold  be  no  shortage  of  useful 
and  lively  material  to  fill  a 
dafly  programme. 

The  BBCs  apparent  resis- 
tance to  such  coverage  baffles 
many.  Representatives  of 

both  the  TUC  and  the  CBI 
meet  governors,  editors  and 
programme  planners  on  a 
body  known  as  the  Consul- 
tative Group  on  Industrial 
ami  Business  Affairs.  They 
argue  that  the  BBC  shows 
particular  bias  towards  farm- 
ing at  the  expense  of  industry. 
BBC  executives  say  radio 
news  and  current  affairs  pro- 
grammes — such  as  Today 
and  The  WortdatOne— cover 
industry  and  trade  muons. 
But  that  overlooks  the  argu- 
ment for  a special  programme 
on  the  lines  of  Farming 
Today.  To  bolster  their  argu- 
ments, CBI  and  TUC  repre- 
sentatives point  out  that  the 
BBC  finds  plenty  of  air  time 
each  day  for  retigSons  pro- 
grammes even  though  — if 
attendance  at  church  is  any- 
thing to  go  by  — religion  has 
fewer  active  participants  than 
the  trade  union  movement  or 
the  country's  workforce.

Although  the  BBCs 
new  director-gen- 
eral, Michael 
Checkland,  has  not 
been  able  to  done 
himself  to  tackle  the  BBCs 
worst  managerial  deficiencies, 
it  looks  as  though  he  has  had  a 
good  try  in  .the  shape  of  James 
Arnold-Baker. 

Arnold- Baker  was  ap- 
pointed chief  executive  of 
BBC  Enterprises,  the  corpor- 
ation's commercial  arm,  last 
summer  when  Checkland  was 
still  deputy  D-G;  but  as  Enter- 
prises' chairman  Checkland 
had  already  begun  to  stream- 
line a sluggish  operation  by 
such  moves  as  bringing  BBC 
Publications—  which  indudes 
Radio  Times  and  The  Listener 
— under  its  wing. 

Industry  sceptics  have  tra- 
ditionally characterized  the 
management  and  perfor- 
mance of  the  commercial  arm 
as  anything  but  enterprising — 
its  timidity  an  inevitable  by- 
product of  the  historic  distaste 
for  commerce  in  the  Oxbridge 
BBCs  arts-basad  corporate 
culture. 

“That’s  long  been  swept 
aside,"  Arnold-Baker  says; 
“My  predecessors  may  have 
been  very  frustrated,  but  Fm 
ting  tremendous  co-opera- 
tion from  programme  exec- 
utives like  Michael  Grade.” 

He  will  need  a great  deal  of 
co-operation  to  achieve  the 
target  that  Checkland  has  set 
for  BBC  Enterprises:  to  double 
its  turnover  (currently  around 
£120  million  a year)  by  1991 
and  increase  profits  five-fold 
to  £25  million.  Although  less 
than  one  twentieth  of  its  total 
programme  production  bud- 
get, such  cash  is  increasingly 
important  to  the  BBC  with  its 
licence  revenue  restricted  by 
theRPL 

To  a great  degree  the  turn- 
over growth  will  have  to 
spring  from  Enterprises'  pro- 
gramme sales  division.  BBC 
Enterprises  is  the  world’s  larg- 
est programme  exporter,  cru- 
cially, though,  it  has  so  for  had 
little  impact  in  the  world's 
largest  market,  the  United 
States.  It  is  the  biggest  off- 
shore supplier  to  the  high-

prestige  but  commercially 
insignificant  public  service 
network  (4  per  cent  of  the  US 
market),  and  it  has  lately 
made  some  headway  in  selling 
drama  and  comedy  to  the 
independent  stations  groups. 
But  the  hugely  lucrative  sol- 
ing of  programmes  to  the  three 
US  networks  remains  the 
most  important  cultural  and 
commercial  obstacle  yet  to  be 
overcome. 

As  part  of  stepping  up  its 
American  marketing  effort, 
BBC  Enterprises  has  taken 
over  its  distributor  there, 
Lionheart  Television. 

There  is  an  unresolved  de- 
bate about  whether  or  not  the 
US  networks'  viewers  like 
British  programmes,  under- 
stand British  humour,  and  so 
on.  Our  drama  has  generally 
been  dismissed  by  the  young 
research-driven  executives  as 
too  slow  and  too  literate  fm* 
their  zap-happy,  couch-potato 
audiences. 

An  additional  self-imposed 
handicap  has  been  the  BBCs 
view  that  it  should  not  spend 
British  licence-payers'  money 
on  producing  £1  miflion-per- 
hour  drama  aimed  primarily 
at  American  viewers.  Equally, 
its  attempts  at  involvement  in 
co-produced  dramas  for  the 
US  networks  have  foiled  in  the 
past  because  even  as  a minor- 
ity equity  partner  the  BBC  has 
insisted  on  an  untenable 
amount  of  British-biased  edi- 
torial control. 

A dear  indication  that  such 
rigid  idealism  is  yielding  to 
commercial  pragmatism  is  the 
new  deal  with  the  American 
Tribune  group  of  independent 
stations  to  supply  them  with 
26  new  episodes  erf*  the  sit-com 


'AUo  'AUa  this  year.  This  is 
double  the  length  of  a normal 
BBC  sit-com  run  in  a year  and 
special  production  facilities 
are  being  established  at  its 
Elstree  studios  to  fulfil  it. 

Arnold-Baker  emphasizes 
that  the  “creative  content”  of 
'AUo ’ AUo  is  not  being  altered 
to  suit  American  tastes.  He 
adds,  however,  that  the  trend 
towards  longer  series  is  grow- 
ing in  Europe,  too,  with  the 
spread  of  competition  and 
new  commercial  channels. 

“When  we  sold  a package 
including  EastEnders  and  Dr 
Who  to  Spain's  Catalan 
commercial  channel,  the 
buyer  made  it  very  dear  that 
his  competitive  position 
means  keeping  audiences  with 
long-running  popular  series. 
The  trend  is  moving  across 
Europe  into  public  service  TV 
and  it  will  overtake  the  BBC” 


Does  be  realize  that 
according  to  tra- 
ditional BBC 
philosophy,  his 
view  amounts  to 
heresy?  “Oh,  sure,”  he  agrees, 
“but  it's  here  to  stay.  And  it 
has  an  impact  on  the  cost  of 
production  facilities." 

Europe,  Australia  and  New 
Zealand  will  continue  to  be 
important  markets  for  pro- 
gramme sales,  and  the 
proliferation  of  European  ca- 
ble and  satellite  services 
should  help  Enterprises  shift 
more  of  its  “massive”  back 
catalogue. 

Arnold-Baker’s  market-led 
outlook  and  enthusiastic  can- 
dour are  bold  examples  of  the 
new  industrious,  post-Pea- 
cocfc,  Checfeland-style  BBC 
An  Oxford-educated  geologist, 
with  marketing  experience  at 
Watneys,  EMI  records  mer- 
chandising and  seven  years  as 
European  vice-president  of 
Fisher  Price  Toys  behind  him, 
the  44-year-old  Arnold-Baker 
bears  a passing  physical 
resemblance  to  his  much  ad- 
mired D-G  (“the  father  of  the 
modern  Enterprises”). 

Arnold-Baker  has ' started 
buHding  a leaner,  more  ef- 
ficient senior  management 
structure  at  Enterprises,  end-

It  is  often  forgotten  that 
BBC  Enterprises’  activities 
range  for  beyond  programme 
rales.  They  include  BBC 
Publications,  which  publishes 
programme-related  books, 
records  and  video  tapes;  the 
production  of  educational  and 
industrial  training  material  for 
world  markets;  the  supply  of

Another  substantial  new 
growth  area  might  turn  out  to 
be  retailing— there  is  already  a 
BBC  shop,  selling  the  whole 
array  of  BBC  merchandise,  in 
Maiylebone  High  Street  in 
London,  and  another  is  to 
open  soon  in  Belfast. 

But  there  is  a lot  more 
creative  mercantile  thinking 
ahead  before  £25  million- 


Unt3  recently  tire  BBCs 
retailing  ventures  amounted  to 
little  more  than  a dilapidated 
shack  outside  Television 
Centre  ami  a dingy  counter 
hidden  by  the  imposing  bronze 
doors  of  tire  foyer  at 
Broadcasting  House. 

Arnold-Baker  is  determined 
that  in  future  the  corporation's 
prowess  as  a shopkeeper 
should  match  its  success  as  a 
distributor  (last  year  it  scored 
number  ones  in  national  book,  fP 
' record  and  video  charts).  He 
has  just  received  a consultancy 
report  which  could  push  BBC 
Enterprises  into  the  latest 
tread  of  “concept  retailing" 
and  the  establishment  of  BBC 
Shops  on  the  nation's  high 
streets.  Like  Sock  and  Body 
Sbop&  the  BBC  Shops  would 
stock  every  type  of  mer- 
chandise associated  with  tire 
BBC  and  its  programmes, 
from  Radio  One  calendars  ami 
T-shirts  to  cookery  books, 
soundtrack  records  and  com- 
edy show  videos. 

The  current  Television 
Centre  shack  is  to  be  incor-

Broadcasting  Hoose  shop  is  to  .

A money-making  retailing 
chain  would  certainly  help 
BBC  Enterprises  meet  its 
toagh  new  financial  target  but, 
as  Arnold-Baker  explains, 
retailing  is  loo  capital  expen- 
sive and  labour  intensive  for 
Enterprises  to  fond  itself,  and 
some  kind  of  franchising  op- 
eration is  the  most  likely 
option. 

BBC  Enterprises  published 
last  year's  best-selling  hard- 
back — a collection  of  Yes 
Prime  Minister  scripts.  The 
enormous  popularity  of  East-' 
Enders  ensured  that  tire  single 
Every  Loser  Wins,  released  by 
one  of  the  programme's  young 
stars,  Nick  Berry,  was  a 
number  one  single  for  BBC

■ announced  plans  in 

1982  lo  launch  a European  edition, 
the  reaction  at  Bracken  House, 
headquarters  of  The  Financial 
Times;  was  dose  u>  panic. 

The  fear  was  that  the  Journal, 
backed  by  the  formidable  resources 
of  the  Dow-Jones  Company,  was 
about  to  march  through  Europe  like 
Sherman  through  Georgia,  incin- 
erating the  ground  that  Pearson's 
pink  'un  had  thought  was  its  for  the 
taking  when  it  had  launched  its 
Frankfurt  edition  two  years  earlier. 

So  nervous  was  Pearson's 
management  that  a special  video 
film  about  the  Journal  was  commis- 
sioned for  showing  to  their  entire 
staff.  It  was  a calculated  frighiener. 
showing  the  Journal's  modem 
production  methods,  the  use  of 
.satellites  to  beam  the  newspaper  to 
regional  printing  plants,  and  the 
inexorable  growth  in  turnover  and 
profits  of  America's  only  national 
.newspaper. 

Five  years  later,  the  men  at 
Bracken  House  are  the  ones  who  are 
feeling  cocky.  Armed  with  post- 
Wapping  arrangements  that  have 
allowed  the  introduction  of  comput- 
erized typesetting,  and  preparing  to 
move  to  a high-technology  printing 
plant  in  London's  Docklands,  they 
are  also  enjoying  the  fruits  of  a bull 
market. 

, The  paper's  advertising  sales  are 
now  ahead  of  all  other  national 
titles.  Profits  are  more  than  £20 
million  a year,  and  growing.  Frank 
Barlow,  chief  executive  of  the  paper, 
boasts  that  the  FT  has  made  more 
money  in  the  past  two  years  than  its 
cumulative  earnings  in  the  previous 
25. 

The  confidence  engendered  by 
this  domestic  success  has  helped  the 
newspaper  to  establish  its  Frankfurt 
edition  as  the  dominant  English- 


language  daily  on  the  continent, 
with  plans  to  expand  worldwide. 

"The  Journal  has  grown,  but 
we've  increased  the  gap.  which  is 
comforting."  Barlow  says.  "The  last 
thing  I want  lo  do  is  knock  the 
Journal,  but  1 honestly  think  they 
haven't  got  the  range  of  contents 
that  we  have.  We  have  much  more 
of  an  international  perspective.” 

On  the  numbers.  Barlow's  con- 
fidence seems  sustainable.  The  FTs 
total  sale  is  nearing  300,000;  die 
Journal  in  Europe  sells  37,000-A 
more  refined  comparison,  excluding 
the  UK  sales  of  both  papers,  puis 
the  FT  at  43,234  in  continental 
Europe,  and  the  Journal  at  27,000. 

Al  the  same  time,  the  FT  has 
established  a foothold  of  its  own  in 
the  Journal's  back  yard,  tripling  its 
North  American  circulation  (albeit 
to  a modest  15.000)  by  beaming  its 
newspaper  by  satellite  to  a high- 
technology  printing  site  near 
Philadelphia.  Plans  are  now  being 
considered  to  launch  a second 
satellite  edition  in  Asia  to  challenge 
the  Journal  in  the  Pacific  basin. 

ft  would  be  false  to  take  any  of 
this  as  evidence  that  the  war  is  over. 
At  the  European  headquarters  of 
the  Journal  in  Brussels,  Dow- 
Jones's  generals  are  ready  for  a long 
war  of  attrition.  Backed  by  a 


circulation  in  their  domestic  market 
of  more  than  two  million  a day. 
their  feeling  is  that  they  can  afford 
to  be  patient  as  they  attempt  to 
establish  an  entirely  new  kind  of 
newspaper  aimed  at  a precisely 
defined  niche  market  of  senior 
executives. 

Paul  Atkinson,  publisher  of  the 
Journal’s  European  edition,  says 
that  his  paper  never  set  out  io 
compete  with  the  FT,  which  he 
regards  as  primarily  a national 
publication  and  one  of  "the  great 
newspapers  of  the  world.  We  were 
not  out  to  get  into  a newspaper  war. 
We  never  had  any  intention  of 
battling  anybody  here."  he  says. 

While  acknowledging  that  the 
European  Journal  paper  is  still 
making  losses,  from  a strategic 
point  of  view,  the  edition  has  been 
"a  tremendous  success.”  he  says, 
with  consistent  increases  in 
advertising  volume. 

Compared  with  the  FT.  the 
Journal's  advertising  sales  have 


been  modest.  Despite  an  upscale 
readership  profile  - the  average 
reader  cams  S9 1.000  (£53.500)  a 
year  — the  paper  is  still  selling  only 
three  or  four  pages  of  advertising  a 
day.  compared  with  20  pages  or 
more  in  the  FT.  The  Journal  says 
the  market  for  pan-European 
advertising  is  sluggish:  the  FT 
believes  it  is  growing. 


On  Sunday,  in  a move  to 
expand  its  European 
circulation,  the  Journal 
increased  its  effort  by 
adding  a second  Euro- 
pean printing  site  in  Lucerne,  to 
improve  distribution  in  the  south 
and  east  of  Europe.  The  FT  is  still 
looking  for  a southern  European 
plant. 

In  the  Pacific,  the  Journal  appears 
to  have  built  up  a big  lead  over  the 
FT.  It  is  already  selling  31,000 
copies  a day  of  its  profitable  Asian 
edition  and  will  next  month  add  a 
third  Asian  printing  centre  in  Tokyo 


‘In  Brussels,  Dow-Jones’s  generals 
are  ready  for  a long  war  of  attrition’ 


to  its  plants  in  Singapore  and  Hong 
Kong,  using  the  presses  of  the  .Ninon 
Kazai  Shimhun  (Japan  Economic 
Journal),  whose  combined  morning 
and  afternoon  circulation  of  more 
than  four  million  a day  makes  it 
arguably  the  most  formidable  busi- 
ness publisher  in  the  world. 

The  arrangement  is  a quid  pro  quo 
for  the  MS's  near  simultaneous 
launch  of  a Japanese-language  Euro- 
pean edition  using  the  Journal’s 
presses  in  Holland.  The  A ’KS  began 
printing  on  America's  west  coast 
last  week. 

Some  analysts  think  that  as 
publishing  becomes  more  global, 
other  players  will  enter  the  market 
or  increase  their  existing  stakes.  The 
International  Herald  Tribune, 
owned  jointly  by  The  New  York 
Times  and  The  Washington  Post,  is 
aggressively  adding  printing  sites 
around  the  world  and  emphasizing 
business  news.Rupert  Murdoch  is 
reported  to  have  been  exploring  the 
possibility  of  expanding  his  publish- 
ing operations  to  the  Continent, 
although  no  specific  plans  have 
emerged.  Gannett  Company,  which 
h3S  already  started  printing  its 
general-interest  USA  Today  in 
Switzerland  and  Singapore,  is  also 
believed  to  be  looking  at  options  for 
further  international  expansion.

The  BBC  and  ITV  have  swapped  approaches  in  trying  to  re- 
capture the  Golden  Rose  of  the  Monireux  Television  Festival, 
a prize  on  which  Britain's  traditional  grip  has  been  slipping. 
For  the  last  two  years  ITV  has  entered  young  alternative  com- 
edy shows  into  the  entertainment  television  festival  Spitting 
Image  came  third  in  1985  but  last  year  Saturday  Live  sank 
without  trace.  So  this  year  ITV  is  relying  on  old-fashioned  big- 
budpet  fare,  the  Torvill  and  Dean  skating  spectacular.  Fire 

The  BBC  did  well  with  such  glittering  showbiz  stuff  in  1985, 
when  Paul  Daniels  won  the  Golden  Rose.  But  its  out-dated 
comedy.  Yes  Prime  Minister,  was  snubbed  by  the  international 
jury  Ian  year,  and  the  Corporation  has  now  decided  to  try  the 
alternative  approach.  Its  entry  is  the  irreverent  Rory  Breznner 
Show,  Now  Something  Else,  which  should  be  more  appealing 
to  the  foreign  jurors,  whose  tastes  for  imaginative  and 
experimental  programmes  have  recently  become  more 
sophisticated  than  smug  British  TV  executives  like  to  admit. 


Gold  tip 

Manchester  is  set  to  become 
the  next  Moody  battleground 
for  free  morning  newspapers, 
such  provincial  papers  having 
been  targeted  by  publishers 
as  a boom  growth  area  after 
the  success  of  Birmingham's 
giveaway  Daily  News.  Robert 
Maxwell  has  chosen  Man- 
chester as  a test-base  for  a 
paper  using  the  editorial  re- 
sources of  his  straggling 
London  Daily  Hews,  and  the 
Manchester  Evening  News  is 
branching  a rival  free  paper  to 
protect  res  advertising  rev- 
enue. Free  newspaper  pub- 
lisher Robert  Waterhouse  is 
repotted  to  have  recruited 
Roger  Bowes,  the  former 
Express  Newspapers  chief 
executive,  to  launch  a new 
quality  paid-for  paper  in 
Manchester. 

Weekly  view 

Radio  4 is  to  bring  back 
Newstand.  the  15-minute  re- 
view of  the  weekly  journals 
and  magazines,  which  it  re- 
duced to  an  eight-minute 
segment  in  the  Saturday  edi- 
tion of  the  Today  programme 
when  the  latter  was  launched 
earlier  this  year.  Newstand 
may  not  reappear  in  its  old 
Saturday  morning  slot,  but  its 
return  is  a victory  for  the 
protesting  journals  like  The 
Spectator  and  The  Listener. 

Cut! 

Lonrho  may  still  be  spending 
millions  of  pounds  on  tele- 
vision advertising  to  boost  the 
obstinately  low  320,000 
circulation  of  its  Today  news- 
paper, but  it  is  damping  down 
ever  harder  on  editorial 
expenditure,  and  not  without 
some  fallout.  The  film  critics 
of  Today  and  its  sister  Sunday 
tide  have  both  just  resigned 


because  their  papers  decided 
they  could  not  afford  to  send 
them  to  the  Canoes  film 
festival.

i bus  rar,  it  seems  to  have 
worked.  Andrew  Motion,  a poet 
himself  and  editorial  director  of 
Cbatto,  Bod  ley  Head  & Cape,  says 
poetry  orders  from  bookshops 
have  doubled  in  the  last  few 
months.  But  be  admits  that  does 
not  mean  anybody  will  actually 
buy  the  books.  The  big  publishers 
are  optimistic,  though  they  have 
perhaps  not  all  heard  that  ticket 
sales  for  the  Albert  Hall  event  have 
been  less  than  inspiring.  And  small 
publishers,  meanwhile,  are  grum- 
bling with  discontent. 

The  problem  is  that  the  whole 
affair  represents  a painful  clash 
between  a private,  contemplative, 
minority  art  and  the  sort  of  hype  at 
which  large  publishers  are  becom- 
ing ever  more  adept  The  idea  that 
the  two  could  be  successfully 
mated  stems  partly  from  the 
growing  impact  of  the  Booker  Prize 
on  literary  fiction  and  partly  from 
the  efforts  of  Desmond  Clarke

Clarke  — christened  Desmond 
Dump-Bin  by  the  poet  Craig  Raine 
— is  the  brains  behind  Poetry  Live. 
It  is  the  latest  creation  of  die  man 
who  dreamed  up  promotions  like 
The  Best  of  British,  a campaign 
which  produced  thousands  of  col- 
umn-inches of  Press  coverage, 
thanks  to  its  insolent  imposition  of 
the  psychology  of  the  pop  chans  on 
English  literature.  After  the  Book 
Marketing  Council.  Clarke  moved 
on  to  Faber  &.  Faber,  where  he  ran 
an  in-housc  poetry  promotion 
which  was  to  include  flying  Seamus 
Heaney  and  Craig  Raine  from  one 
reading  to  the  next  in  a helicopter. 

In  an  industry  which  can  barely 
extend  itself  to  the  purchase  of  a 
photocopier,  tins  seemed  a bit 
much.  Indeed,  the  flight  never 
actually  took  place;  poets  and 
publisher  alike  eventually  per- 
ceived that  it  would  have  looked  a 
little  over-indulgent.  But  Clarke 
had  established  the  principle  that 
hype  could  be  used  on  the  gentle 


an.  More  importantly,  he  had 
established  the  view  that  selling 
poetry  could  actually  be  profitable. 

This,  of  course,  was  heresy.  In 
1952  T.S.  Eliot,  himself  a poetry 
editor  at  Faber  & Faber,  said  “The 
most  important  difference  between 
poetry  and  any  other  department  of 
publishing  is  that,  whereas  with 
most  categories  of  books  you  are 
aiming  to  make  as  much  money  as 
possible,  with  poetry  you  are 
aiming  to  lose  as  little  as  possible” 
And  that  had  been  the  unspoken 
belief  of  publishers  ever  since. 

Clarke's  insight,  however, 
was  that  with  the  right 
combination  of  new 
work  and  big  names  from 
the  “back-list”,  like  Eliot 
himself,  Auden  or  Sylvia  Plath, 
plus  a fair  degree  of  hype,  poetry 
could  become,  if  not  quite  a gold 
mine,  at  least  a nice  little  earner. 

Other  publishers  followed  suit 
with  their  own  poetry  promotions. 
Last  year  Douglas  Dunn's  Elegies 
and  Wendy  Cope's  Making  Cocoa 
for  Kingsley  Amis  both  made  the 


best-seller  lists,  with  sales  of  18.000 
and  19.000  respectively.  Mean- 
while the  Poet  Laureate,  Ted 
Hughes,  and  Seamus  Heaney  can 
both  expea  to  sell  30-40,000  in  the 
first  year  after  publication  of  a new 
collection,  while  even  Eliot,  thanks 
to  a certain  musical,  sells  more 
than  100,000  annually  of  his 
collection  Old  Possum's  Book  of 
Practical  Cats . 

Down  the  line,  the  pickings  are  a 
little  less  juicy.  An  established  poet 
from  one  of  the  major  houses  can 
expect  a print-run  of  perhaps  4,000 
while  lesser-known  figures  from 
the  dedicated  band  of  tiny  special- 
ist poetry  publishers  will  be  in  the 
500- 1 ,500  copies  range. 

It  is  among  these  devotees  that 
the  most  jaundiced  views  of  Poetry 
Live  can  be  heard.  Peter  Jay  ana 
Julia  Steriand  run  the  Anvil  Press 
from  a disused  pub  in  Greenwich. 
Anvil  has  published  160  books 
since  it  was  founded  in  1968  and 
sells  a total  of  about  15,000  copies 
annually.  It  is  a long  way  from  the 
world  of  lunches  at  the  Groucho 


Club  or  even  readings  at  the  Albert 
HalL 

Bui,  Jay  believes,  presses  like 
Anvil  are  at  the  sharp  end.  It  is  they 
who  find  new  talent  — the  number 
of  completely  new  names  pub- 
lished by  the  major  houses  each 
year  is  minimal  Yet  he  feels  Poetry 
Live  has  treated  him  tike  a second- 
class  citizen.  He  was  not  consulted, 
mail  arrived  late  and  yet,  because 
of  the  very  existence  of  the 
promotion,  he  felt  virtually  black- 
mailed into  taking  pan,  whatever 
the  cost  — in  the  event  it  was  £500 
out  of  Anvil's  annual  promotion 
budget  of  £3.000.  In  an  open  letter 
currently  being  circulated.  Jay  says 
"It’s  obvious  that  the  New  Market- 
ing has  made  poetry  obsolete”. 

He  feels  that  Anvil  and  the  other 
adventurous  small  presses  have 
been  steamrollered  into  taking  part 
in  a promotion  which  is  entirely 
tailored  to  benefit  the  likes  of  Faber 
and  Chatto.  Furthermore,  the 
whole  promotion  is  overreaching 
itself  and  misinterpreting  a reason- 
able degree  of  buoyancy  in  poetry 


sales  as  a genuine  popular 
resurgence. 

He  could  be  proved 
embarrassingly  right  on 
Tuesday.  The  Albert 
Hall  event  inevitably 
harks  back  to  a leg- 
endary summer  night  in ! 965  when 
Alien  Ginsberg  and  the  Liverpool 
poets  read  to  a packed  house  of 
devotees.  The  air  was  fell  of  the 
conviction  that  the  anti-materi- 
alist, contemplative  ideology  of  the 
hippies  was  about  to  restore  poetry 
to  its  rightful  place  at  the  centre  of 
the  culture.  In  fact,  it  had  been  a 
pop  festival  tike  any  other.  The 
kind  of  verse  being  read  was  closely 
linked  to  the  rock  music  of  the  day 
— which,  in  turn,  was  aspiring  to 
“poetic”  values.  It  was.  neverthe- 
less, the  only  way  a bunch  of  poets 
were  ever  going  to  sell  3,500  tickets 
for  anything. 

People  like  Andrew  Motion, 
however,  remain  convinced.  He 
believes  the  promotion  can  go 
some  way  to  overcoming  the 
reputation  poetry  has  for  the  man 
in  the  street  of  being  “difficult”.  He 
sees  this  as  an  unfortunate  legacy  of 
the  modernism  of  the  early  part  of 
this  century,  only  now  bang  bro- 
ken down  by  a new  generation  of 
English  poets  — most  obviously  by 
Philip  Larkin  but  also  since  by 
James  Fenton,  Craig  Raine  and 
others. 

For  Peter  Jay,  the  problem 
behind  all  such  hype  remains  that 
it  is  based  on  the  assumption  that 
more  means  belter,  whereas  every 
poetry  publisher  really  knows  that 
the  reverse  is  almost  always  true. 
W.H.  Auden  summed  it  up  in 
1 963,  in  a poem  about  literary  hype 
called  On  the  Circuit : 

“ Since  Merit  but  a dunghill  is, 

I mount  the  rostrum  unafraid 
Indeed,  ‘twere  damnable  to  ask 
If  I am  overpaid. "

“It  is  another  arts  festival, 
there’s  no  doubt  about  that 
But  it  doesn't  start  on  May 
Day  by  mistake”  says  Di 
Robson,  trying  to  articulate 
what  Glasgow’s  Mayfest  is 
supposed  to  he  all  about  “It 
was  started  by  a combination 
of  trade  unionists  and  radical 
theatre  groups.  It  is  still  a 
celebration  of  people  and 
labour  and  popular  art.” 

It  started  five  years  ago,  not 
under  Miss  Robson's  direc- 
tion - she  took  over  after  last 
year's  event  - and  with  much 
more  limited  resources.  But 
like  every  other  new  venture 
in  Glasgow  at  the  moment  it 
seems  it  can  do  no  wrong. 
With  huge,  increases  in  grant 
aid  from  the  City  Council,  the 
Scottish  Arts  Council  and 
sponsors  there  are  now  three 
weeks  of  events  running  until 
May  23.  They  range  from  the 
Dalian  Acrobats  of  China  to  a 
brand-new  electronic  opera. 
The  Sleep,  by  two  of  the 
darlings  of  the  theatrical 
avant-garde.  Fete  Brooks  and 
I Jeremy  Peyton-Jones.  The 
venues  are  equally  disparate; 
Glasgow’s  elegant  Theatre 
Royal  for  instance,  rubs 
shoulders  in  the  programme 
with  the  less  favoured  Eas- 
terfaouse  Unemployed  Wor- 
kers'Centre. 

Miss  Robson,  a tough  34- 
year-old  New  Zealander,  feds 
she  has  already,  after  less  than 
a year  in  Glasgow,  taken 
positive  steps  towards  her 
vision  of  what  Mayfest  should 
grow  into.  “I  want  it  to 
become  one  of  the  most 
interesting  popular  festivals 
around.  At  the  sharp  end  I 
want  the  lops  of  what  is  new. 
young  and  exciting  in  the 
world  and  at  the  broader 
populist  end  I want  the  best 
acrobats  and  the  best  circuses 
and  the  best  of  populist 
theatre.”

The  Soviet  Union  stated  yes- 
terday that  US  proposals  for 
long-range  nuclear  weapons 
cuts  as  outlined  earlier  this 
week  by  President  Reagan 
would  rule  out  the  chance  of  a 
strategic  weapons  pact  be- 
tween the  superpowers. 

The  Soviet  stand,  outlined 
in  a tough!  y- worded  com- 
mentary try  Tass  shortly  be- 
fore the  re-opening  of  crucial 
aims  negotiations  m Geneva, 
was  the  latest  indication  of  the 
wide  differences  which  still : 
exist  between  Moscow  and , 
Washington  on  the  long-range 
weapons  issue. 

Tass  also  claimed  that  foe 
President's  remarks  would 
“complicate  further”  attempts 
to  reach  agreement  on  elimin- 
ating medium-range  missiles 
in  Europe. 

The  Tass  broadside  fol- 
lowed a statement  issued  by 
President  Reagan  on  Monday 
in  which  he  said  that  a US 
draft  treaty,  to  be  tabled  at  the 
Strategic  Aims  Reduction 
Talks  (Start)  in  Geneva, 
would  permit  either  side  to 
deploy  defensive  systems  of 
its  own  choosing  after  1994 
unless  agreed  otherwise. 

“This  effectively  means  that 
while  talks  are  under  way  on 
strategic  arms  reductions,  the 
US  will  press  on  with  foil-scale 
preparations  for  deploying 
anti-ballistic  missile  systems 
with  space-based  dements  as 
eady  as  1994,  which  will  role 
out  a Start  agreement  com- 
pletely," Tass  declared. 

“The  assertion  in  the 
presidential  statement  that  the 
US  negotiators  had  been  in- 
structed to  “intensify"  the 
talks  just  does  not  square  with 
this  consequence." 

In  repeated  statements,  the 
Kremlin  has  linked  progress 
on  the  broad  question  of 
strategic  arms  reductions  to 
limits  on  the  research  and 
development  of  Washington's 
Star  Wars  programme. 

It  remains  adamant  that  the 
1972  ABM  treaty,  which  lim- 
its space  defences,  should 
remain  in  force  to  block 
deployment  of  the  Strategic  ;

Israeli  police  arrested  me  as  I 
was  interviewing  a young 
Israeli  soldier  here  yesterday 
and  held  me  for  more  than 
three  hours  at  police  head- 
quarters before  releasing  me.

It  is  also  talking  to 
Morgan  Grenfell,  its  former 
merchant  bank  adviser,  and 
with  Sir  Jack  Lyons,  the  Leeds 
businessman,  and  Mr  An- 
thony Pa  roes,  the  stockbroker, 
to  recover  more  than  £7 
million  paid  to  them. 

One  matter  resolved  is  the' 


dispute  over  2.15  million 
shares  bought  by  Henry 
Ansbachcr,  the  merchant 
bank,  with  the  aid  of  £7.6 
million  provided  by  Guin- 
ness.

Battle  for 
Garnar 
heats  up

The  tug  of  war  between 
Hillsdown  Holdings  and  the 
Pittard  Group  for  control  of 
Garnar  Booth,  the  leather 
manufacturer,  intensified  yes- 
terday with  Pittard  announc- 
ing its  offer  would  close  this 
Friday  and  would  not  be 
increased. 

Pittard  and  Garnar  Booth 
had  agreed  merger  terms  but 
were  interrupted  last  week 
when  Hillsdown  launched  a 
£24.7  million  offer  for  Garnar 
Booth. 

Hillsdown  has  a 24  per  cent 
stake  in  Garnar. 

Pittard  announced  yes- 
terday it  had  received  accep- 
tances for  its  merger  terms 
from  shareholders  owning 
35.9  per  bent  of  Garnar.  This 
includes  4 per  cent  owned  by 
the  Garnar  board,  which  has 
come  off  the  fence  it  occupied 
when  Hillsdown  launched  its 
bid. 

A recent  rise  in  Pittard’s. 
shares  has  taken  its  all-share 
offer  to  £25.46  million  or 
262.6pashare. 

Hilld  own’s  share  offer  val- 
ues Garnar  at  £24.96  million 
or  257.1p  a share.  Hillsdown 
is  also  offering  cash  at 255p  for 
each  Garnar  share. 

1 Mr  David  Macdonald,  Pit- 
tard's  chairman,  said  yes- 
terday his  company  had 
“barely  considered  ” increas- 
ing its  offer  for  Garnar.  “Our 
offer  is  already  very  good, 
financially  more  than  Hills- 
down's,  and  in  conceptual 
terms,  far  better.”

UK  Provident  sells  its 
26%  Newman  holding 


United  Kingdom  Provident 
Institution  (UKPI),  the  trou- 
bled life  insurance  company 
forced  into  an  operational 
merger  with  Friends’  Prov- 
ident last  year  after  problems 
with  a number  of  speculative 
oil  and  gas  investments,  has 
sold  its  26  per  cent  stake  in 
Newman  Industries,  the  en- 
gineering group. 

Winterbottom  Holdings,  a 
listed  Australian  investment 
holding  company  with  in- 
terests from  machine-making 
to  merchant  banking,  is  pay- 
ing about  £19.8  million  for 
UKPrs  32^92,000  Newman 
shares. 

The  bulk  ofNewman's  busi- 
ness, after  shedding  several 
loss-maker^  now  consists  of 
Avdel,  its  fastening  and 
assembly  systems  division. 
But  Mr  Nigel  McLean,  the 
chairman,  who  welcomes 
Winterbottom  as  Newman’s 
largest  shareholder,  said  yes- 
terday: “We  expect  to  grow

into  a diversified  industrial 
and  engineering  company.” 

Newman's  shares,  long 
buoyed  by  speculation  about  a 
possible  takeover,  jumped  a 
further  7p  yesterday  to  62. 5p. 
But  Mr  John  Shepherd,  the 
chairman  and  chief  executive 
of  Winterbottom,  who  will 
join  Newman  as  a non-exec- 
utive director,  says  bis  com- 
pany has  no  plans  to  increase 
its  stake.

Mr  Shepherd  said  that 
Winierbortom,  foreseeing 
rocky  times  for  the  Australian 
economy,  had  been  looking  to 
diversify  its  assets  and  earn- 
ings base  and  found  in  New- 
man an  attractive  foothold  for 
its  European  aspirations.

Siemens  up  4%  at  half  time 


Bonn  (AP-Dow  Jones)  - Sie- 
mens yesterday  said  group 
profits  rose  by  4 per  cent  to 
DM664  million  (£ 223  million) 
in  ihe  first  half  of  fiscal  1987, 
from  DM638  million  a year 
earlier. 

Sales  at  the  West  German 
electrical  and  electronics  com- 
pany soared  18  per  cent  to 
DM26  billion  from  DM22 
billion.  Siemens  said  turnover 
in  the  period  to  end-March 
was  boosted  by  delayed 
accounting  for  delivery  of  a 
nuclear  power  plant  in  Brok- 
dorf.  West  Germany. 

Domestic  sales,  reflecting 


the  size  of  the  project  soared 
32  per  cent  to  DM13.7  billion 
from  DM103  billion,  but 
would  have  gained  5 per  cent 
without  Brokdorf,  Siemens 
said.  Export  sales  increased  6 
per  cent  to  DM123  billion.

Advent  pays 
£2m  for  25% 
Brikat  stake

Advent,  the  venture  capital 
group,  is  taking  a 25.34  per 
cent  stake  in  Brikat,  the 
computer  software  business, 
for  about  £2  million. 

The  shares  are  being  bought 
from  Mr  Colin  Stanley  and  his 
wife,  Kathryn,  who  brought 
the  company  to  the  USM  in 
1984.  They  will  retain  a small 
stake  in  the  business  but  plan 
to  leave  the  board 

The  shares  are  changing 
hands  at  a price  of  150p, 
compared  with  the  plating 
price  of  140p.  The  shares 
closed  15p  higher  at  157p 
yesterday. 

Mr  John  Nash  and  Mr  Neil 
Pearce,  Advent  directors,  will 
join  the  Brikat  board  Advent 
claims  to  be  one  of  the  largest 
independent  groups  of  ven- 
ture capital  funds  in  the  world. 

Half-time  results  from  Bri- 
kat showed  a slump  in  profits 
from  £534,000  to  £239,000 
caused  by  poor  trading  at  its 
chain  of  micro-computer  busi- 
ness centres.  Most  have  now1 
been  sold  or  dosed. 


The  takeover  of  Sun  Life  Assurance 
promises  to  become  a collectors' 
piece,  a classic  of  the  merchant 
banker's  art  which  at  its  best  combines  a 
daring  prose  style  with  the  skills  of  a 
Bond  Street  auctioneer.  Of  course,  there 
is  no  takeover,  at  least  not  yet,  but 
headlines  in  respectable  journals  like 
"TSB  Poised  To  Save  Sun  Life"  and 
“Sun  Life  May  Merge  With  Pearl” 
suggest  that  something  is  afoot,  even  if  it 
is  no  more  than  wisnnil  thinking  aloud 
by  the  Sun  Life  chairman  and  saviour- 
elect,  Lazar ds  merchant  banker,  Peter 
Grant. 

Like  the  TSB  before  it.  Pearl  yes- 
terday issued  a ritual  denial  of  “news- 
paper suggestions”  that  it  was  in  merger 
talks  with  Sun  Life.  All  we  are  left  with, 
it  seems,  is  Mr  Grant’s  publicly  slated 
opinion  “If  we  did  decide  to  merge,  the 
Pearl  would  be  a good  fit,"  and  an 

increasingly  cross  Takeoever  Panel  the 
rules  of  which  are  carefully  designed  to 
discourage  this  kind  of  informed 
speculation. 

So  much  for  the  courtesies.  The 
reality  is  that,  faced  with  an  ambitious 
25.7  per  cent  shareholder  it  does  not 
like,  Sun  Life  is  prepared  to  sell  itself  to 
the  highest  bidder.  This  is  a high-risk 
strategy.  It  lacks  the  dignity  life  assur- 
ance companies  regard  as  part  of  their 
nature  and  it  may  damage  reputations. 
Worst  of  all,  if  Sun  Life  is  openly  put  up 
for  auction,  the  highest  bidder  could 
well  be  Transatlantic  Insurance,  the 
very  shareholder  it  wishes  would  go 
away. 

There  is  no  obvious  reason  why 
Transatlantic,  which  is  effectively 
owned  (48  per  cent)  by  Liberty  Life  of 
South  Africa  and  directed  by  Donald 
Gordon,  should  go  away.  Its  share- 
holding, at  market  value,  is  worth  about 
£175  million  and  merely  to  sell  it  could 
involve  a hefty  capital  gains  tax  bill 
Another  company  would  need  Trans- 
atlantic’s approval  if  it  were  to  avoid  a 
bloody  battle  — not  a condition  easy  to 
imagine.  The  TSB,  flushed  with 
thoughts  of  grandeur  and  cash,  might  be 
tempted  to  make  an  offer  Mr  Gordon 
could  not  refuse,  but  if  it  were.  Sir  John 
Read  would  be  putting  his  reputation  on 
the  line  for  a second  time,  and  the  Bank 
of  England  would  pat  itself  in  an 
invidious  position  if  it  suddenly  decided 
it  liked  a trank-insurance  merger  more 
than  it  liked  this  particular  South 
African  connection. 

Mr  Grant,  aware  that  Mr  Gordon  is 
determined  “to  maintain  a long-term 
investment”  in  Sun  Life,  is  in  a comer, 
though  not  yet  cornered.  He  may  regret 
not  having  tried  to  reach  some  accom- 
modation with  Mr  Gordon  long  before! 
the-  music  stopped  and  they  found 
themselves  arguing  over  the  same  chair. 
A partnership  which  would  undoubt-: 
edly  have  had  advantages  for  both  sides

Under  the  hammer 

The  Old  Lady  looks  to  have  a 
dainty  action  with  the  hammer 
judging  by  her  first  experiment  at 
auctioning  gilts.  To  discreet  applause, 
the  Bank  of  England  yesterday  an- 
nounced the  terms  of  the  first  stock  to  be 
sold  at  auction. 

As  foreshadowed,  it  is  a conventional 
short-dated  stock  — £1  billion  of  8 per 
cent  Treasury  1992  to  be  auctioned  a 
week  today.  This  is  a little  less  than  the 
full  £1 .25  billion  that  was  the  maximum 
the  Bank  said  it  might  issue.  The  stock  is 
also  partly  paid  with  £50  payable  on 
application  and  the  balance  — which 
will  vary  according  to  the  price  bid  by 
individual  purchasers  — payable  on 
June  29.  Dealers  judged  it  an  attractive 
stock  and  the  initial  price  in  the  “when 
issued”  market  rose  Vz  point  in  the 
course  of  the  day  to  48  V i.  The  timing  for 
the  experiment  could  hardly  be  better. 
Sterling  continued  to  rise  strongly  in 
foreign  exchange  markets  yesterday  and 
expectations  of  lower  interest  rates 
increased.  Three-month  money  in  the 
interbank  market,  one  advance  in- 
dicator of  base  rate  changes,  fell  ft  per 
cent  to  8%  percent  where  it  is  clearly  in- 
dicating another  ft-point  off.

The 
spectacular  increase  in  ihe  reserves  last' 
month  of  $2.9  billion  implies  a consid- 
erable sum  of  sterling  unleashed  into 
foreigners'  hands.  A gilt  issue  which 
may  be  expected  to  attract  a good  deal  of 
foreign  interest  will  help  to  neutralize 
the  potential  addition  to  the  money 
supply.  Formal  targets  for  sterling  M3 
may  be  a thing  of  the  past  but  the  Bank 
can  hardly  ignore  the  effect  of  interven- 
tion on  a scale  which  could  add  up  to  3 
per  cent  to  broad  money  in  one  month. 

Auctions  will  not  always  be  so  well 
limed  from  the  seller’s  point  of  view.

Their  value  is  not  always  matched  by 
their  state  of  preservation,  however,  and 
the  cost  involved  in  keeping  than  in 
good  condition  can  be  prohibitive.  One 
example  of  the  sad  stale  to  which  these 
jewels  of  our  heritage  can  decline  is 
Meftpn  Constable  Hall,  near  Holt, 
Norfolk,  the  Grade  1 17th-century  h/Hise 
used  as  the  setting  for  the  film  of  L.P. 
Hartley’s  novel  The  Go-Between. 

The  owner  was  forced  to  sell  last  year 
after  Norfolk  County  Council  served  a 
compulsory  purchase  and  repairs  coder, 
*■  bought  for  a reported 
£250,000  figure.  It  then  needed  £1 
million  spent  on  repairs. 

. The  new  owner,  a foreign-based 
investment  company,  has  begun  a £3 
million  scheme  to  convert  the  main 
portion  of  the  house  into  a multi- 
purpose cultural  centre,  and  the  wings, 
courtyards  and  outbuildings  ■'"!»  31 
houses  and  apartments  costing  from 
£45,000  to  £250,000.  They  wfll  be 
available  during  the  next,  five  years 
through  Strutt  & Parker’s  Norwich 
office. 

The  grand  houses  now  on  the  market 
indude  a fine  example  of  Jacobean 
architecture,  two  casdes  with  moats,  and 
a medieval  manor  house  with  a history 
embracing  the  Gunpowder  Plot  and 
“completed”  this  century  by  Lutyens. 

Tintinhull  Court  in  the  village  of 
Tmtmhull,  near  Yeovil,  is  essentially  of 
the  Jacobean  period,  although  it  dates 
from  1328  when  it  was  a church  house, 
associated  with  Mnchdney  Abbey. 

It  was  considerably  enlarged  and 
altered  at  the  end  of  the  18th  century  and 
also  at  the  beginning  of  this  century.  The 
house,  built  of  dressed  hamstone,  has 
stone  mulfion  windows  with  leaded 
lights,  pine  prawning.  ode  beams,  carved 
staircases  and  hamstone  fireplaces. 

It  has  been  extensively  overhauled  by 
the  present  owners,  and  the  accommoda- 
tion includes  three  reception  rooms  and 
seven  principal  bedrooms.

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house,  total  19  acres.  The  house  once 
changed  hands  reputedly  on  the  turn  of  a 
card.  This  time  Michael  Waite,  a 
Sherborne-based  firm,  is  asking  for  offers 
of  more  than  £300,000. 

Knjgbt  Frank  & Rutfey  is  offering  two 
moated  castles.  Amberiey  Castle,  near 
Arundel  West  Sussex,  is  believed  to  date 
mainly  from  the  14th  century  when  a 
licence  was  granted  to  crenellate  and  put 
up  the  present  fortifications.  Incor- 
porated within  the  walls  are  the  remains 
of  an  earlier  stone  manor  house  dating 
from  about  1190.  The  Grade  I listed 
house  is  divided  into  three  sections,  with 
the  west  wing  run  as  a family  home. 

The  moated  castle  was  altered  in  the 
16th  century  and  again  in  1927  and  has 
been  considerably  restored  by  the 
present  owners.  The  portcullis  is  now 
electrically  operated.' 

The  accommodation  indudes  six  bed- 
rooms, while  there  are  11  more  bed- 
rooms in  the  east  wing  and  a five- 
bedroom  tower  house.  The  property 
stands  in  about  11  acres,  and  the  asking 
price  is  more  than  £750,000. 

Wingfield  Castle,  near  Diss,  Suffolk,  is 
also  a Grade  I moated  castle,  but  the 
castle  walls  enclose  only  two  rooms, 
including  the  restored  guard  room  over 
the  entrance.  The  main  accommodation 
is  in  the  fine  Tudor  manor  house 
adjoining  the  walls. 

Xt  is  believed  to  be  the  only  inhabited 
castle  in  Suffolk,  and  has  a great  hall,  two 
further  reception  rooms,  three  bedroom 
suites  and  two  more  bedrooms.  Also  in 
the  grounds  of  10  acres  is  a 16th-century 
farmhouse  moved  to  tire  she  much  later. 


at  present  used  as  a banqueting  hall. 
Knight  Frank  & Rutley  is  seeking  offers 
of  more  than  £500,000. 

The  Manor  House  at  Ashby  St 
Ledgers,  not  far  from  Rugsbyand  close  to 
the  Ml,  has  medieval  origins  and  came 
to  the  Catesby  family  in  the  late  14th 
century.  Sixth  in  line  was  Robert 
Catesby,  who  with  Guy  Fawkes  hatched 
the  Gunpowder  Plot  in  the  gatehouse, 
and  fled  back  to  Ashby  when  the  plot  was 
discovered  — it  is  said  he  coveted  the  80 
miles  from  Westminster  in  seven  hours. 

A south  wing  was  added  in  the  17th 
century,  and  it  was  not  until  the  20th 
century  that  it  was  balanced  by  a north 
wing.  This  was  designed  by  Sir  Edwin 
Luyteos,  brought  in  by  Lord  Wim- 
bourne,  who  bought  the  Manor  in  1903. 
Lutyens  continued  to  work  on  the  house 
until  the  owner’s  death  in  1939. 

The  house  displays  one  of  Lutyens* 
few  works  in  Gothic  timber,  the  North 
Hall  earned  out  to  link  the  two  houses, 
and  extending  to  the  present  office  wing. 

He  disapproved  of  Lord  Wim  bourne’s 
decision  to  bring  a complete  hall  house  , 
from  Suffolk,  but  it  arrived,  and  is  now 
the  billiards  room.  Lutyens  also  planned 
and  established  the  gardens,  creating  , 
lakes  and  a bridge  and  building  terraces.  !

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Stew  Darts  is  not  the  sort  of 
chap  you  associate  with  emu. 
oopal  excesses.  But  on  Moo- 
day  night  after  winning  the 
World  Snooker  Champion, 
skips,  he  .was  in  absolute 
floods.  He  came  to  the  com- 
pnlrary  press  confermice  after* 

wards  with  his  eyes  more  red 
than  his  hair.  “Yes,  it’s  a very 
emotional  occasion,"  he  said, 
and  the  word  ‘emotional’  al- 
most set  him  off  again.  It  took 

a gaite  heroic  effort  to  will  the 

tears  back  into  their  dnrtq 
again. 

And  he  went  on  to  speak 
about  the  emotional  stresses  of 
snooker.  Can  this  be  the  nun 
who  sets  his  month  into  the 
shape  of  a circumflex  and  the 
rest  of  his  face  into  a death 
mask,  and  who  marches  about 
the  table  with  such  rigid, 
controlled  and  easily-parodied 
movements?  WeU,  yes  it  is, 
actually:  only  an  emotional 
man  woald  require  so  elabo- 
rate a defence  against  emotion. 

This  is  a game  that  lays  the 
emotions  bare  for  an  audience 
of  millions:  we  get  every  twitch 
in  dose  up.  He  who  twitches 
least  wins  most  Davis  has 
schooled  himself  not  to  twitch, 
has  invented  this  man-in-tbe- 
iron-mask  defensive  tech- 
nique. And  it  has  taken  him 
through  to  the  recovery  of  his 
world  tide  after  two  traumatic 
finals:  Dennis  Taylor  beat  him 
on  the  last  black,  and  then 
Johnson  demolished  him  last 
year. 

“This  tournament  is  so  diffi- 
cult to  win,"  Davis  said.  “Yon 
never  know  what  win  happen, 
and  yon  never  know  when  yon 
will  fall  about  on  the  table. 
And  yon  do  fail  apart  — I 
know.  I fell  about  twice  daring 
the  fiaud.  Two  times,  the  world 
caved  in  on  me.  And  yoii’e  got 
to  come  back  from  it  Don’t 
lose  your  mind:  you've  got  to 
try  and  get  ft  hack  together 
again  on  the  table.  I managed 
to  do  that  both  times.  I’m  very 
proud  of  that 

“People  might  thiwlr  that  it  - 
is  easier  to  win  the  world 
championship  if  you’ve  won  it 
before,  if  you've  been  in  the 
final  the  year  before.  But  it's 
not  It's  easier  to  panic.  Hav- 
ing been  beaten  the  last  two 
times  — oh,  it's  horrible, 
getting  beaten  in  the  final.  You 
go  blind,  it  all  comes  at  yon, 
rou  say:  *Oh  no!  Please  don’t 
it  happen?  I am  very  proud

to  have  played  so  well  with 
that  over  me.  1 did  play  really 
wefl.  I played  fantastic.” 

Well,  be  did  play  rather 
fantastic.  Last  year,  as  John- 
son played  inspired  snooker, 
Davis  retreated  fearfully  until 
be  was  playing  an  absurd 
caricature  of  hisowngame.  He 
played  the  safety  option  time 
and  again,  with  possible  pots 
open  to  him.  He  tinned  his 
own  desire  for  victory  into  a 
potent  weapon  against  him- 
self. He  would  eye  a Song  pot, 
think  "What  if  I missed?  and 
lay  np  as  safe  as  he  coaid.  And 
Johnson  would  thunder  in  a 
length-of-tbe-table  pot  and 
start  break-buildiag  again. 

But  this  time,  Davis  was 
attacking  the  long  pots,  the 
long  pots  that  let  a player  in 
amongst  the  balls,  and  be  was 
c marking  them  down  with 
gnstoT  f knew  I was  going  to 
get  those  long  ones,"  he  said 
afterwards.  “Even  before  I got 
down  over  the  shot,  I knew  the 
pots  were  going  to  go  In.  It's 
nice  to  have  that  feeling,  the 

long  potting  was  the  key  to  the 
game  — In  fact,  the  worst 
aspect  of  my  game  this  time 
was  the  safety.” 


This  was  Davis  unchained: 
his  play  was  certain,  decisive, 
and,  in  the  end,  there  was  no 
answer  to  it.  Johnson  played 
some  magnificent  stuff,  fight- 
ing back  with  four  successive 
frames  to  crowd  Davis  and  let 
anxiety  do  its  evil  work.  Bat  it 
didn't  quite  work.  “You've  got 
to  be  prepared  tor  this  tour- 
nament, prepared  fOT 
anything,"  Davis  said.  “You 
know  — like  the  boy  scoots.” 

People  like  to  believe  that 
Dans  is  “boring”,  bat  actually 
they  are  wrong.  Davis  is 
fascinating-  He  has  something 
in  common  with  Bjorn  Borg: 
both  are  legends  of 
remorselessness.  But  Davis 
1ms  been  cracked  and  broken 
twice  in  the  tournament  that 
matters,  and  this  time  be  has 
come  back  to  vtin  it,  and  win  it 
with  an  air  of  inevitability. 
This  is  not  boring:  this  is 
remarkable. 

When  Davis  has  taken  off 
his  match-day  iron  mask,  he  is 
a jofly,  affable,  pleasant  chap, 
the  sort  who  likes  to  make 
little  jokes,  Cke  the  erne  about 
the  boy  scoots.  He  is  also, 
unlike  many  professional 


sportsmen,  in  love  with  and 
absolutely  fascinated  by  his 
own  sport  both  the  technicali- 
ties and  the  emotional  de- 
mands of  the  game  enthrall 
him.  He  brings  the  power  of  a 
very  sharp,  perceptive  and 
honest  mind  to  mastering  both 
aspects  of  a game  that  requires 
such  immense  emotional  and 
technical  resources. 

The  popular  view  of  Davis  is 
of  a man  with  a vital  piece 
mfarfng:  that  be  is  only  half  a 
human  being.  And  people  like 
to  compare  this  with  what  they 
see  as  the  emotional  richness 
of  a man  like  Alex  Higgins. 
But  what  is  striking  about  the 
Higgins  saga  is  its  desperate 
emotional  poverty.  His 
snooker  is  vi rid  and  beautiful: 
his  life  is  not  colourful  at  alL  It 
is  drab  aad  depressing  beyond 
belief. 

Davis  is,  in  fact,  a much 
more  unusual  man,  a much 
more,  dare  f say  it,  interesting 
person.  It  is  the  strength  of  his 
will  that  is  so  intriguing:  the 
way  he  has  done  his  best  tn 
turn  hfnxelf  into  a machine 
that  makes  victories.  And  on 
Monday  mghf  the  machine 
wept. 


Hearn  has 
plans  to 
rule  world

Barry  Hearn,  the  manager  of 
Steve  Davis,  who  regained  the 
world  title  on  Monday  night, 
surprised  members  of  the  World 
Professional  Billiards  and 
Snooker  Association  (WPBSA) 
board  at  their  meeting  in  Shef- 
field yesterday  by  announcing  a 
plan  worth  £1 15  million  to  take 
over  the  world  championship. 

Hearn,  the  manager  of  seven 
Matchroom  professionals  and  a 
director  of  the  ruling  body, 
declared  that  his  take-over  bid, 
if  accepted,  would  make  him  the 
sponsor  and  promoter  of  the  17- 
day  world  championship  after 
the  contract  with  the  present 
sponsors.  Embassy,  runs  out  in 
1990. 

He  is  prepared  to  pay  £5 
million  for  five  years  with  a five- 
year  option  of  a further  £7.5 
million  which  will  take  the  new 
contract  into  the  year  2000.  He 
emphasizes  that  he  has  no 
intention  of  talcing  over  the 
control  of  snooker.  "How  can 
they  refuse  me?  If  they  do  not 
give  it  to  me  they  will  have  to 
show  me  a better  offer,”  he 
added. 

After  Davis  had  beaten  the 
defending  champion.  Joe  John- 
son, 18-14  in  the  final,  Hearn 
declared  himself  to  be  the 
happiest  man  on  earth,  happier 
than  he  was  in  1981.  he  said, 
when  Davis  won  the  title  for  the 
first  time.  "Regaining  a title  is 
far  better  than  winning  it  for  the 
first  time  and  no  one  knows 
what  sacrifices  Steve  made  in 
order  to  do  it,"  be  said. 

Few  could  have  realized  then 
what  Hearn  had  up  his  sleeve. 
Now  he  has  conjured  up  the 
vision  of  an  international  event 
on  the  lines  of  Wimbledon  and 
the  FA  Cup  Final,  with  satellite 
television  in  mind.  At  present 
the  world  championship  is  tele- 
vised by  the  BBC,  and  the 
WPBSA  received  the  income 
from  the  television  rights  which 
they  would  not  be  particularly 
happy  to  surrender  to  Hearn.  “I 
would  offer  a great  deal  of 
money  to  buy  the  promotion 
and  television  rights,"  he  added. 

Hearn  has  had  brushes  with 
the  WPBSA  over  their  lack  of 
v«ai  in  spreading  the  tour- 
nament circuit  outside  Britain. 
He  has  announced  his  intention 
to  expand  the  Rothmans 
Matchroom  l iggue,  in  which  all 
■his  seven  players  are  taking  part, 
to  Europe  next  season. 

The  rift  widened  recently 
iwben  Hearn  withdrew  his  seven 
players  from  the  Belgian  Classic 
because  of  a clash  of  dates  with 
the  Matchroom  League.

Dennis  Amiss  retires  from  first 
class  cricket  at  the  end  of  the 
current  season,  and  somehow, 
Warwickshire  will  not  be  the 
same  without  him.  It  is  30  years 
since  he  first  played  at 
Edgbaston,  as  a 15-year-old  in 
the  second  XL  He  made  his  first 
team  debut  in  I960,  and  he  was 
capped  in  1965.  He  has  never 
faded  to  score  1,000  runs  a 
season  since  then.  In  the  first 
county  match  of  this  season  he 
overtook  W G Quaifc's  record 
of  33.862  runs  for 
Warwickshire:

getting  on  top  of  me.  After  1 got 
hit  at  Lord's  1 thought  either  I've 
got  to  give  up  the  game  or  I’ve 
got  to  change  my  technique.  I 
thought  about  opening  up  my 
stance,  like  Ken  Barrington.” 

The  dew,  two-eyed  stance 
worked.  Recalled  to  the  England 
team  for  the  fifth  and  final  Test 
in  August  1976,  Amiss  held  his 
side'sfirst  innings  together  with 
a guisy  203.

At  44,  the  hair  is  greying  a 
little  around  the  temples  but  the 
figure  is  still  trim  mid  the  eye.

tury. and  who  has  a total  of  over 
42,000  first-class  runs  to  his 

name. 

He  is  also  the  man  who 
invented  the- cricketers’  helmet. 
For  18  almost  ceaseless  months 
England's  batmen  freed  a bar- 
rage of  hostile,  short-pitched  fast 
bowling,  first  from  Dennis 
Lillee  and  Jeff  Thomson,  then 
from  Michael  Holding  and 
Andy  Roberts.  Amiss  broke  a 
thumb  in  Australia  on  the  1974- 
75  tour,  and  his  confidence  and 
form  suffered  so  badly  that  he 
lost  his  England  place  when  the 

Australians  toured  here  the 
following  summer. 

Playing  for  MCC  against  the 
West  Indies  at  Lord's  in  May 
1976,  he  ducked  into  a short- 
pitched  delivery  from  Holding 
that  failed  to  get  up,  and  the 
ensuing  head  wound  required 
four  stitches. 

“It  put  me  off  for  a long 
time,”  he  concedes.  “I  was 
questioning  myself,  and  I re- 
alised that  frst  bowling  was

“When  we  were  getting  ready 
to  go  to  Australia  for  World 
Series  Cricket  1 knew  that  we 
were  in  for  a great  deal  of  short- 
pitched  fast  bowling,  and  that 
people  would  be  aiming  at  the 
head.  1 spoke  to  Tony  Greigand 
Alan  Knott  about  using  a hel- 
met. and  they  encouraged  me  to 
develop  the  idea.  We  started 
with  something  based  on  a 
motorcycle  helmet  and  went  on 
from  there.” 

Amiss  played  a total  of  50 
Test  matches  for  England,  and 
buz  for  his  allegiance  to  Kerry 
Packer  he  would  undoubtedly 
have  played  many  more:  Play- 
ing cricket  throughout  the 
world,  he  has  seen  many  great 
players,  but  ask  him  to  select 
one  name  and  the  answer  comes 


back  instantly.  “Sobers.  He's  the 
best  I’ve  seen. 

“Rohan  Kanbai  was  the  great- 
est 1 played  with  at  Warwick- 
shire. I was  very  privileged  to 
have  batted  with  him,  and  I 
would  say  there  was  not  much 
difference  between  him  and 
Sobers.  Rohan  was  perhaps 
more  impulsive.” 

Amiss  is  a great  Ian  Botham 
fan,  and  talking  about  other 
batsmen  he  picks  out  Graeme 
Pollock  and  Barry  Richards. 
When  it  comes  to  bowlers  the 
answer  is  just  as  quick.  "Lillee 
was  the  greatest,  but  I've  played 
against  a lot  of  very  fine 
bowling.” 

Asked  to  name  a particular 
highlight  in  his  own  career. 
Amiss  is  not  quite  so  positive; 
but  mentions  first  his  nine  and  a 
half  hour  innings  of 262  not  out 
at  Kingston,  Jamaica  in  Feb- 
ruary 1974.  Typically,  he  refers 
to  it  not  as  a personal  achieve- 
ment but  one  which  helped 
England  to  save  (be  match,  and 
ultimately  the  series. 

He  fists  also  his  100  100th. 
Warwickshire's  1972  County 
championship  and  their  Gillette 
Cup  wins  in  1966  and  1968,  and 
his  203  at  the  Oval  in  1976,  an 
innings  which  amounted  to  his 

cricketing  rehabilitation. 

“1  have  come  through  a 
period  in  which  the  game  has 
changed  a great  deal,”  Amiss 
says,  “most  of  it  for  the  good. 
I'm  not  sure  about  four-day 
cricket,  because  it  might  be 
boring,  and  I don’t  agree  with 
people  who  say  that  youngsters 

have  to  learn  how  to  play  on  wet 
wickets.  They  don't  need  to 
learn  how  to  play  on  wet 
wickets,  because  they  don't  play 
on  them  in  Test  cricket.  They 
must  learn  iheir  techniques  on 
fast,  dry  wickets." 

Looking  out  over  Edgbasion's 
green  sward.  Amiss  says:  “That 
has  always  been  a batsman's 
wicket.  Tve  scored  a lot  of  runs 
on  it.  Tve  been  very  lucky.”

Hard  work  begins 
as  soon  as  the 
marathon  is  over

Patricio  planning  another  marathon  a month  after  London 


It  is  no  use  arguing  with 
people  who  covet  one’s  job  as 
an  athletics  correspondent.  It 
is  altogether  better  to  pander 
to  their  illusions  of  permanent 
holiday  with  a cynical:  "It’s 
better  than  working  for  a 
living." 

Subjected  to  a parallel 
comparision  next  week,  Jona- 
than Patrick,  aged  19,  has  no 
such  illusions  about  which 
will  be  the  harder  out  of 
running  the  Mars  London 
marathon  on  Sunday,  or  start- 
ing work  on  Monday.  On  the 
evidence  of  last  year's 
London,  the  new  job  will  be 
ihe  killer. 

“I  found  London  very  easy 
last  year,  although  I'd  only 
done  a month’s  serious  train- 
ing. because  I'd  only  entered 
as  a joke,'’  Patrick  said.  “But  I 
just  kept  to  nine-minute  miles, 
which  was  four-hour  schedule, 
and  l speeded  up  towards  the 
end.  and  did  3hr  53m»n.” 

Helping  the 
dyslexic 

Patrick  is  one  of  the  few  to 
have  breached  the  ’wall'  so 
painlessly.  And  his  chosen 
charity  as  one  of  The 
TimesfT a ndem  Computers 
fond  runners  involves  helping 
people  through  another  un- 
seen, but  equally  debilitating 
wall.  “I  got  a good  education 
at  a public  school  in  the  Isle  of 
Man.  But  we  had  a chappie 
there  who  everyone  took  to  be 
just  stupid  or  lazy.  It  was  only 
after  he'd  left,  we  found  out  he 
was  dyslexic,  tike  one  in  10  of 
the  country's  children.  Yet  the 
Dyslexia  Institute  is  provided 
with  no  educational  gram 
front  the  Government,  and 
doesn't  receive  as  much  popu- 
lar support  as  other  charities.” 


Patrick  tan  for  the  Dyslexia 
Institute  last  year  in  London, 
raising  over  £310.  which  he 
attributes  to  the  positive  re- 
sponse he  received  from 
colleagues  at  work  at  the 
Ministry  of  Defence,  near  his 
home  in  Harrogate.  But  that 
was  a temporary  job  between 
changing  university  courses, 
and  he  has  been  out  of  work 
for  a while  before  taking 
another  temporary  job  as 
quality  controller  in  a Man- 
chester dairy  next  Monday. 
He  is  hoping  that  a local 
newspaper  report  this  week 
will  help  him  raise  a similar 
sum  to  last  year. 

But  he  is  looking  to  different 
figures  at  the  end  of  this  year's 
race.  “I  started  training  more 
seriously  after  last  year,  and 
I’m  definitely  looking  for  eight 
minutes  a mile  this  time, 
which  should  mean  under 
3:30.” 

The  impressive  scenery 
around  Harrogate  is  an  aid  to 
bis  training,  and  so  is  a bit  of 
family  competition  from  bis 
elder  brother.  “He  was  a bit 
upset  that  I got  in  the  London 
again,  because  he  tried  this 
year.  But  we’ll  get  to  run 
together  in  the  Maidstone 
marathon.”  That  is  only  one 
month  after  the  London  race, 
which  remains  Patrick's  only 
marathon. 

That  might  seem  a bit 
excessive,  a youthful  folly.  But 
his  will  be  one  of  the  more 
interesting  performances  on 
Sunday.  For  there  was  a 
confident  ring  to  his  final 
words  yesterday:  “If  you’ve 
got  the  right  mental  attitude, 
you  can  do  anything.”

JUDO 

Weighing 
up  the 
new  rules

Change  is  imminent  in  inter- 
national judo.  On  the  face  of  it, 
the  changes  — some  of  which 
will  first  be  seen  in  the  European 
championships  in  Paris  which 
start  tomorrow  and  finish  on 
Sunday  — are  mainly  admin- 
istrative or  even  cosmetic  and 
would  not  appear  to  affect  the 
sport  itself 

This  is  not  the  whole  picture, 
however.  Traditionally,  each  ofl 
the  seven  weight  categories  and 
the  open  weight  have  been 
completed  on  one  day  with  the 
participants  having  to  weigh  in 
only  once. 

But.  on  this  occasion,  the 
preliminaries  are  to  be  held  on 
one  day  and  the  repechage, 
bronze  medal  fights  and  finals, 
on  another  — with  a rest  day  in 
between. 

This  will  test  some  of  the 
fighters  who  are  accustomed  to 
crash  dieting  to  make  their 
weight — a course  not  advised  by- 
many  coaches  or  medical  ex- 
perts, but  one  pursued  with 


champion, 
is  reputed  to  come  down  from 
90  or  91  kilogrammes  to  make 
the  86kg  weight. 

The  second  major  change  is 
that  for  the  first  time  the 
women's  European  event  is 
being  held  at  the  same  time  as 
the  men’s.  This  would  seem  an 
obvious  move  but  women  have 
always  held  a rather  ambivalent 
place  in  judo. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the 
technical  standards  of  women's 
judo  has  risen  phenomenally  in 
this  decade, . with  Olympic 
involvement  just  around  the 
corner,  it  is  nonsense  for  the 
sexes  to  be  separated. 

Britain  stands  directly  to  gain 
from  this  change,  at  least  in 
reputation,  for  the  women's 
team  is  led  as  usual  by  the  three 
world  champions,  Karen  Briggs, 
Ann  Hughes  and  Diane  BelL 

However,  while  the  women 
will  undoubtedly  return  with  a 
larger  collection  of  medals  than 
the  men,  it  must  be  said  that,  at 
the  moment,  the  Soviet  bloc 
have  yet  to  prove  such  a threat 
as  in  the  men’s  event.

Younger  Collins  signs 
contract  with  Warren

He  watched  his  brother 
benefit  from  a similar  contract 
from  Warren  and  accumulate  21 
wins  and  enough  money  to  buy 
a three-bedroom  house  in  Black- 


water,'  Surrey,  worth  £100.000. 
He  decided  that  if  at  home  he 
could  swap  dothes  with  George, 
he  could  step  in  to  big  brother’s 
shoes  as  well.  “If  George  can  do 
it,  so  can  L”  said  the  fresh-faced 
youngster. 

- Warren  has  ao  misgivings 
about  signing  boxers  so  young.

Pulling 
off  the 
critic’s 
blinkers

There  recently  appeared  on 
onr  sports  pages  a mischievous 
suggestion  that  sport  is  not 
really  sport  unless  competitors 
point  in  opposite  directions.  In 
foe  coarse  of  a perceptive  and 
witty  essay,  Simon  Barnes 
trod  on  a banana  skin  by 
criticizing  squash  because 
“players  do  not  stand  opposed: 
they  face  the  same  way,  ami 
somehow  this  is  desperately 
unsatisfying.'* 

The  author  of  that  essay 
thinks  it  foa  to  ride  horses.  As 
yon  and  I know,  these  are 
bumpy  and  bony  and  slippery 
creatures  with  personalities 
less  engaging  than  their  looks- 
Horses  are  best  appreciated 
from  a wary  distance.  They 
should  be  painted,  not  ridden. 

Moreover,  our  horse-crazed 
squash  critic  was  blinkered  to 
the  fact  that  horse  racing 
would  not  be  raring  unless  the 
contestants  were  heading  in 
roughly  the  same  direction.  A 
baffled  competitor  in  the 
Olympic  modern  pentathlon 
once  told  me  that  he  had  been 
allocated  a mount  which  would 
torn  no  way  but  left.  That 
proves  a point  about  horses 
bnt  not  about  horse  racing, 
which  is  Jess  complicated. 

Yon  need  farther  evidence 
that  we  can  compete  when 
eyeballing  the  same  chunk  of 
tbe  earth's  oust?  The  obvious 
example  is  running  - that  is, 
by  bipeds  as  distinct  from 
horses.  Then  we  can  list 
swimming,  motor  racing, 
speedway,  cycling,  rowing  ami 
a few  associated  sports.  At  a 
pinch,  even  golf. 

Imagine  the  chaos  that 
would  ensue  if  competitors  in 
any  of  these  sports  hurried  in 
opposite  directions.  It  hardly 
bears  thinking  about.  Admit- 
ted, all  except  golf  are  races, 
with  competitors  dashing  to  a 
common  terminus.  Bnt  foe 
point  has  been  proved:  faring 
in  opposite  directions  is  not  a 
prerequisite  of  sport 

Climbing  for 
comfort 


Nor  does  sport  have  to  be 
competitive.  Any  fool  knows 
that  the  finest  of  all  sports  (in 
the  dictionary  sense  of  a 
recreational  pastime)  is 
mountaineering.  Every  time 
one  reaches  the  top  of  a 
mountain  or  some  intermedi- 
ate pitch  of  rock-climbing,  one 
has  succeeded  in  life,  or  at 
least  in  its  immediate  chal- 
lenges. As  a boons, 
mountaineering  is  good  for  us. 

It  stretches  the  muscles,  the 
character,  and  the  brain  — this 
last  because  errors  of  judg- 
ment can  be  terminally  damag- 
ing. It  lifts  ns  as  dose  as  we 
can  get,  unless  airborne,  to- 
wards communion  with  the 
angels,  ft  widens  our  horizons. 

There  is  nothing  to  beat  the 
glowing  sense  of  satisfaction 
and  contentment  that  comes 
from  perching  on  some  hard- 
won  summit  and  savouring  the 
sensory  pleasures  of  getting 
there.  Savouring,  at  the  same 
time,  a discreet  nip  of  red  wine 
— slightly  chilled,  by  Nature 
as  distinct  from  tire  refrig- 
erator — and  a pipe  that  is 
drawing  welL 

I digress,  as  we  tend  to  when 
dreaming  of  onr  best  yes- 
terdays. Bat  too  many  of  oar 
active  outdoor  sports  are  gov- 
erned by  dock-watching  haste. 
Getting  up  and  down  monn- 
tains  is  best  done  at  a steady 
pace,  with  the  reservation  that 
a well-earned  thirst  most  even- 
tually be  quenched  daring 
licensing  hoars. 


Anger  instead 
of  enjoyment 

Come  to  think  of  it,  cricket 
or  golf  might  do  as  substitutes 
— especially  golf  as  played  on 
those  upland  courses  where 
foe  sheep  mostly  have  only  foe 
clouds  and  foe  wind  for  com- 
pany. To  stretch  a point,  golf 
can  be  seen  as  a modest  form 
of  mountaineering  reduced  to 
18  “pitches”  of  variable  diffi- 
culty. The  balL  mind  you,  is  an 
intrusive  nuisance  except  on 
those  occasions  — playing  out 
of  bunkers  — when  one  does 
not  have  to  hit  it 

But  golfers  tend  to  be  an  odd 
breed,  blind  to  foe  special 
pleasures  of  honker  shots. 
Many  get  cross,  too,  when  they 
should  be  enjoying  them- 
selves: like  those  ladies  who  go 
to  foe  cinema  to  have  a good 
cry.  On  the  whole,  your  av- 
erage golfer  would  be  better  off 
with  straightforward 
mountaineering.  Indoors, 
though,  squash  is  foe  game. 

One  last  point  most  be  made 
in  defence  of  squash.  Two 
players  swinging  rackets  at  a 
ball  in  a confined  space  have  fo 
be  decently  considerate,  to 
avoid  messy  and  possibly  ir- 
reparable mayhem.  They  have 
to  look  after  each  other,  like 
two  climbers  on  a rope  Getting 
go  is  simply  not  done).  That 
makes  people  more  civilized. 

In  short,  anyone  who  knows 
what  is  what  in  the  tray  of  a 
foil  sporting  life  can  manage 
tolerably  enough  with 
mountaineering,  golf,  and 
squash  — with  everyone  point- 
ing in  tbe  same  direction.

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Everton  to  fight 
off  big-money 
lure  for  Kendall

Philip  Carter,  the  chairman  of 
Everton,  the  new  League 
champions,  last  night  ex- 
pressed his  determination  to 
keep  Howard  Kendall  at  the 
club.  This  could  mean  Ken- 
dall becoming  the  highest- 
paid  manager  in  Britain. 

Kendall,  whose  team  se- 
cured the  championship  at 
Norwich  City  on  Monday  for 
the  second  time  in  three  years, 
has  long  been  admired  abroad 
and  has  been  linked  in  the  last 
12  months  with  Barcelona, 
Real  Madrid  and  Juventos. 
Carter  is  hopeful  that  he  will 
be  able  to  keep  Kendall  at 
Goodison  Park. 

“It  is  mir  intention  m keep 
hold  of  him,1'  he  said.  “We 
will  fight  tooth  and  nail  if 
anyone  does  try  to  hue  him 
away  to  the  Continent  We 
have  received  no  approaches 
from  any  other  dub.  If  and 
when  an  approach  is  made  it 
would  be  my  intention  and 
that  of  Everton  Football  Club 
to  retain  Howard's  services.” 

Carter,  who  stood  by  Ken- 
dall when  supporters  were 
railing  for  his  dismissal  just 
over  three  years  ago,  hinted 
that  talks  about  an  extension 
to  the  manager’s  contract 
could  be  held  this  summer. 

“Howard  has  quite  a way  to 
go  before  his  current  contract 
is  up  but  if  we  both  foel  there  is 
something  to  talk  about  in  the 
summer,  something  to  dis- 
cuss, then  we  will  da  so**,  he 
said.  “I  do  not  think  that  now 
is  the  time  to  bring  up 
contractual  matters  because; 
after  aU,  we  have  just  won  the 
championship.”  Carter  was 
swift  to  pay  his  own  tribute  to 
Kendall  in  die  wake  of 
Monday's  triumph:  “Since 
Christinas  of  1983  the  perfor- 
mances of  this  dub  have  been 
as  good  as  any  other  side  in  the 
country.  Howard  has  done  a 
remarkable  job.  One  of  his

main  attributes  is  [usability  to 
weki  together  a team  and 
produce  consistent  results.  He 
has  a tremendous  gift  for  man 
management  and  that  was  a 
quality  I saw  in  him  before  he 
was  appointed  as  our 
manager."

After  lead- 
ing Everton  to  the  title  in  198S 
he  was  widely  tipped  to  suc- 
ceed Terry  Venables  at  Barce- 
lona but  the  deal  collapsed 
after  Venables  decided  to 
delay  his  return  borne  and  sign 
a new  contract  Real  Madrid 
were  finked  with  Kendall  ear- 
lier this  season  and  axe  ex- 
pected to  renew  their  interest 
during  the  summer. 

Kendall  admitted  that  he 
felt  this  season's  success  over- 
shadowed the  dub's  last 
championship  win  two  years 


ago.“Taking  everything  into 
consideration,  I believe  it  to 
be  a far  greater  achievement”, 
be  said.  “Despite  having  to 
start  the  campaign  without 
five  frill  internationals,  we 
were  the  last  First  Divirion 
side  to  be  beaten  in  the 
League”.

Caps  for  World  Cop  team 
as  RFU  reverse  decision

The  Rugby  Football  Union 
have  decided  to  award  caps  to

“It  was  a persona]  opinion 
with  which  foe  committee 
originally  agreed,”  Mr 
Grimsdell  said.  “But  there 
were  representations  from  the 
chairman  of  selectors  and 
several  players  and  I changed 
my  views.”  There  wifi  be  relief 
from  rugby’s  statisticians  foal 
be  has  done  so;  foe  derision  is 
also  a victory  for  common- 
sense,  since  a match  against

Anxiety 

over 

fairway 

demon

Let  ns  get  one  thing  straight 
from  the  start  Severiano 
Ballesteros  is,  in  ray  opinion, 
the  finest  goffer  in  the  world 
today.  Greg  Norman  might 
have  risen  to  No.  1,  according 
to  the  Sony  world  rankings, 
but,  as  modi  as  I admire  the 
Australian,  there  is  not  foe 
«f«ne  sparkle,  or  pare  inven- 
tion, present  in  his  game  as 
there  is  in  a Ballesteros  at  feQ 
cry- 

The  trouble  b that  foe 
demon  would  appear  to  be  in 
Ballesteros.  His  obsession  for 
winning  vronkl  now  appear  to 
outweigh  that  youthful  exu- 
berance which  he  initially 
brought  to  the  game.  He  is 
now  in  danger  of  toting  foe 
public  appeal  which  he  so 
richly  earned  in  hb  early  days. 

Talk  of  Ballesteros  and, 
quite  astonishingly,  it  no 
longer  revolves  on  foe  hand- 
some Latin,  with  hb  gold 
American  Express  card  and 
million  dollar  smile,  but 
anrand  hb  diminishing  public 
appeal  He  scowls  the  fair- 
ways, the  flicker  of  a smile  as 
rare  as  a glimpse  of  Halley’s 
Comet,  and,  as  seen  from  foe 
US  Masters  by  a nation  of 
armchair  viewers,  he  gives  the 
impression  that  snccess 
should  be  hb  of  right. 

If  there  b increasing  con- 
cern over  Ballesteros's  image 
in  foe  front  room  then  there  a 
more  anxiety  in  the  board- 
rooms of  the  companies  which 
annually  pour  their  financial 
support  into  foe  PGA  Euro- 
pean Torn*. 

The  latest  news  b that 
Ballesteros  win  not  defend  foe 
CairoDs  Irish  Open  and  that 
he  b unlikely  to  defend  the 
Danhill  British  Masters.  It  is 
a shattering  blow  for  Joe 
Flanagan,  of  Carrolls,  as  he 
win  retire  foOowmg  foe  tour- 
nament next  month.  It  is  no 
exageration  to  express  the 
concern  that  European  golf 
felt  for  Flanagan  when,  during 
the  US  Masters,  he  learned 
that  Ballesteros,  winner  of  foe 
Carrolls  far  the  last  two 
seasons,  wonU  not  be  attempt- 
ing foe  treble  in  Dublin. 

In  one  respect  Flanagan  b 
fortunate.  He  is  retiring.  The 
concern  within  the  Danhill 
organisation  heightened  dur- 
ing yesterday  as  the  news 
filtered  through  that  there  was 
a problem  with  regard  to 
Ballesteros  competing  in  their 
tournament  at  Wotarn  nest 
month. 

As  I understand  it,  Bal- 
lesteros has  not  pot  pen  in  a 
contract.  Brian  Roach,  public 
relations  manager  for  Danhill, 
said:uAs  the  defending  cham- 
pion, we  are  stiU  anticipating 
that  Seve  wfll  play.” 

Roach,  however,  went  oat  is 
dine  last  night  in  the  know- 
ledge that,  on  returning  to  the 
office  this  monring,  there 
might  be  an  obstacle  to 
overcome. 

Roach  takes  the  view  — and 
in  a trustworthy  world  of  sport 
it  would  be  reasonable  — that 
it  b a tradition  for  champions 
to  defend  their  titles.  What  is 
more,  it  has  been  publicly 
announced  that  Ballesteros 
would  be  at  Woburn.  There 
wfll  be  some  red  feces  if  that 
bums  out  not  to  be  foe  case. 

Yet  the  overriding  feet  is 
that  one  man  b causing  foe 
heartache.  Ballesteros,  tike 
most  Montaneses,  the  inhab- 
itants of  foe  area  of  Northern 
Spain  which  snrroands  the 
port  of  Santander,  is  a enm- 
plexed  person,  who  is  ever 
suspicions  of  others.  The  prob- 
lem is  that  he  is  now  creating  a 
situation  where  others  will 
need  to  be  ever  suspicions  of 
him.  Even  those  dose  to 
Ballesteros  have  expressed  in 
recent  weeks  a concern  at  the 
lack  of  enjoyment  which  the 
Spaniard  is  deriving  from  the 
game. 

Lee  Trevino  suggested  long 
ago  that  Ballesteros,  in  time, 
would  face  a crisis  brought 
about  by  self-inflicted  punish- 
ment. Trevino  insisted  that 
Ballesteros,  through  plating 
too  much  of  a demand  on 
himself  to  succeed,  could  drive 
himself  crazy.  The  feet  is  that 
Ballesteros  has  not  won  a 
major  championship  since  foe 
Open  at  St  Andrew's  in  1984 
and  the  frustration  which  that 
has  caused  would  appear  to  be  ' 
obscuring  hb  outlook. 

He  b back  in  foe  country 
this  week,  teeing  up  in  the 
Epson  Grand  Prix  at  Chep- 
stow on  Friday,  although  he 
did  appear  at  Mannings 
Heath,  Sussex,  on  Monday. 
There,  he  entered  into  good 
humoured  banter  with  Kenny 
Lynch,  the  captain  of  the 
Variety  Clnb  of  Great  Britain 
Golfing  Society,  as  the  British 
Caledonian- La  Manga  Pr*" 
Celebrity  event  raised 
£150,000.  What  Ballesteros 
missed  at  the  dinner  later  that 
evening  was  an  emotive  speech 
from  John  Hayward,  the  tour- 
nament  coordinator.  Trim  ex- 
pounded the  philosophy: 
you're  not  haring  fun,  foe n 
you're  not  doing  it  right.” 
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
